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On 1/24/61, NY 2359-S* advised that on above 
date an informal discussion took place in the third 
floor board room, CP Headquarters, NYC, between GUS HALL 
and PAT TOOHEY. Informant advised that the discussion 
pertained to the general Party situation in Newv Jersey, 

PAT TOOHEY opened the conversation by stating 
that there has been created an Impression, to the effect 
that the leadership of the district (New Jersey) does not 
enjoy the political confidence of the center (National 
Office). He said that this feeling Is openly expressed 
and that the comrades believe that the center does not 
give political support. TOOHEY said that his attitude 
toward these comrades who have such a negative position 
is not hostile. 
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TO0HEY remarked that he personally tries to 
be politica31y correct and "bit by t>*At" replace 
(comrades) with newer and fresher people. He said 
that this has been his attitude but as a result he has 
been accused of compromising. He also stated that he 
had not been able to get any help from the office 
here (National Office). He cited the fact that 
approximately six weeks ago he attempted to get a speaker 
from the National Office for a* p-ost National Committee meetln ; 
on the 31 Party Statement . TOOHEY said that as yet 
he has not been able to get an acknowledgement of this 
request but that on Sunday last PHIL (BART) whispered 
to him that perhaps (JAKES) JACKSON would come over 
(to New Jersey). TOOHEY said that if they had known 
this in advance they possibly could have infused 
some interest. 

Continuing, TOOHEY stated that what he, 
TOOHEY, was asking for is an "exhibition of political 
support" for the leadership to the extent that xt 
does have confidence with national policy. TOOHEY 
said that he has not been able to do any more than 
he had been doing. He said that from approximately 
September 1 until the present National Committee 
Meeting (January 20-22, 19ol) he has been practically 
"politically severed" from any flow of knowledge. 
TOOHEY said that he had realized that there have been 
conferences since September and further that on the 
average every two weeks he comes to the National 
Office but there has been no one to sit down with for 
an hour or so and say "TOOHEY, here*s the way we 
look at things". 

TOOHEY said thatxtfoere used to be an idea 
in the Party that it was/IP do it yourself project" but 
rather it was : a collective thing. He complained 
that ne is unable to work in this manner. 
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As regards activities In Hew Jersey, TOOHEY 
said that they are duscussing the coming local elections 
in New Jersey and they have a committee functioning 
He said that the comrades in New Jersey ask what the 
leading comrades are thinking and that he has to 
reply that he does not know* TOOHEY said that what 
was needed wa3 having someone from the National Office 
come over periodically to speak to the comrades (In 
New Jersey) and further that It would not hurt If 
periodically some of the comrades from New Jersey were 
invited to the National Office to sit down and talk 
things over* TOOHEY said that in this manner, it would 
tend to knit the comrades together and dispel the 
separation* 

Continuing, TOOHEY remarked that he personally 
has never felt so removed from Party work since he had 
returned to activity. TOOHEY again told HALL that 
he was unable to operate In this kind of atmosphere 
and the only alternative he has is to continue the 
way he Is going or else to object to it. He said 
the latter altemative i woftld put hiia in a position 
of some kind of opposition which is not his way of 
working* 

TOOHEY remarked that he was compelled to 
talk in this manner to HALL because of his lack of 
knowledge as to what is going on has embarrassed him. 
He added that there was an underground railway of 
gossip chanels here In New York and had learned that 
there has been a NEC meeting and discussions and that 
he thought he should have been Invited* He said that 
he was egotistical enough to aay that his political 
position as head of the State Party Organization as 
well as his contribution to the Party is equivalent 
for consideration for attendance at such discussions 
as MANNY (BLUM) coming from Indiana or anyone of 
like position, TOOHEY said that he was not asking 
to go to places where he was not entitled but was 
asking for the establishment of a minimum amount of 
political relationships* 
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TOOHEY said that he never had the perspective 
of being the head there (New Jersey) because physically 
he wa3 noi up to it and indicated that the job was for 
a younger and more healthy person. 

TOCHEY apologised to HALL for taking up his 
time ou tho3e problems* 

GUS HALL remarked that in his opinion, the 
work in New Jersey, considering the problems 
involved, because of the whole leadership a£ 'Heating, 
i3 exceptionally good, HALL further stated that he 
personally had a high estimate of TOOHEY's political 
standing* 

TOOHEY, in answer, said that in New Jersey 
they have so far about half of *ali^their ar^a^±pated

In concluding, TOOHEY again apologised to HALL for 
taking so much of his tine but said that he wanted 
to be completely frank with him, adding that there 
are a lot of comrades who want to respond to a new, 
fresh, consistant Party work.

He recommended that a document be prepared on the discussion 
at this meeting and be forwarded to all clubs by the end of 
the week. 

Clarence Hathaway commented ; with regard to getting 
a . report, of the meeting to the clubs, that there are too many - 
clubs and top many small clubs to do it on a club by club 
basis., He said. there- are 135 or 140 clubs and some of them 
have 8 or 9 members. He noted that a series of about 6 meetings 
have been. arranged at which Elizabeth Ourley Plynn, Vice 
Chairman of the CPUSA who, attended the 8l Party meeting,, will , 
report on the 81 Party statement, According to Hathaway, there 
are already indications that the proposed meetings sxe anticipated 
by comrades in the counties and industrial section.,. Hathaway 
recommended that area meetings composed of 3, 4 or 5 clubs be 
held for discussion of the 8l Party Conference in order to 
involve the largest possible segment of the membership.

On 2/7/61, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date, a 
meeting of leading CP, USA, functionaries was held in CP Head- 
quarters, NYC The meeting was chaired by 6EN DAVIS, .JR. and 
the following were in attendance: PHIL BART, CLAUDE LIGHT FOOT, 
CARL WINTER, GUS HALL. 

In view of the fact that this meeting concerned itself 
with possible organizational changes in CP, USA, structure and 
that these changes are to be further discussed at the coming 
NEC, CP, USA, meeting, no disseminating memo is being submitted 
at this time. 
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PHIL BART opened the meeting and stated that all 
committees should have their area of operations clearly 
defined. He said the meeting today is important because it will 
lay the groundwork in preparation for the NEC, CPUSA, meeting 
which is scheduled to be held the last week in February or the 
first of March. He said that it would be good if certain fields 
of endeavor are clearly defined so that the people responsible 
for this work can be prepared for the coming NEC meeting. He 
remarked that there is too much over- lapping of work and this 
should be corrected immediately, BART cited for example that the 
disposal of finances should not be in the hands of any one 
individual. Informant advised that at this point BART utilized 
the added security of the blackboard and this information was 
not available. 

BART said that a systematic checkup of the work should 
be instituted and an examination of the whole question of leader- 
ship should be made. He said. a question that arises is whether 
there is a. need for a Secretariat and an NEC; whether both are 
needed. The Secretariat has been functioning now for over one 
year and at times at the Secretariat meetings only one or two 
members of the Secretariat are present. Yet; all the decisions 
arrived at are issued in the name of the Secretariat. These 
meetings of the Secretariat are usually attended by local NEC 
members and/or National Committee (NC) members. The question 
that arises is whether this is an effective form of leadership 
for the Party or should the Party consider operating without 
the formality of a Resident NSC and/or a Secretariat. 

The SEC meets with approximately 18 to 25 people present 
and it does not function as the national political body operating 
in the interim between NC meetings. These NEC meetings have 
limited discussion due to the time element and therefore is not 
an interim body. 
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The Secretariat does not function as a small committee 
handling day-to-day work of the Party, and does not take' 
responsibility for translating political tasks. As a matter of 
fact, it performs the work of a committee such as the NEC, 
as* well as the tasks of an Org Committee* The- result is that 
the Secretariat is so over-burdened that it is deprived of 
taking up major political questions in a careful and deliberate 
manner* 

i 

BART said that the question arises as to whether it 
would be better to formalize the Resident NEC and have it function 
as the leading political body of the Party between National 
Committee meetings,, having full responsibility. BART added 
that he used the term Resident NSC, but that this would . also 
include such officers as CLAUDE (LIGHTF00X) , CARL (WINIER), as 
well as other comrades coming in from other areas at intervals. 

/ the "Org Bureau". is composed of the following people: 

( /(JACK)* STACKEL, BY (LUMBR), IRVING (POTASH) 1 , LOUTS (WE INSTOCK) , 
/ BETTY (GANNETT), DANNY (RUBIN) , and myself as Chairman. This 

body should meet weekly. Besides the "Org. Bureau', 1 , there is a 
/ broader "Org Commission", which includes comrades from New York 
' County, as well as New Jersey, Eastern Pennsylvania, Maryland, and 
New England. This body held two tase tings,, and the idea of those 
meetings was to involve the East Coast Districts in a particular 
campaign in which the Party was involved., The "Org Commission" 
is supposed to be the coordinating body tying, together the. work 
of the Party, as well as taking up the concrete applications of 
the political work and structure, as well as the line of the 
Party. 

One of the big problems we have Is to bring to the 
Party the "know how." This is one of the biggest problems confront 
ing.us. CLAUDE LIGHTF00T said that he was sick and tired of 
going over and over, problems with* nothing being resolved.. 
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LIGHTFOOT said that rigtfc or wrong, action is needed and_ the 
Party cannot go on without this quality (of action) in the 
leadership. It is obv#$s and clear to everyone that this 
Secretariat does not faction and cannot properly function under 
the conditions that wefj&ve. 

LIGHTFOOT saidllthat the number one reconmendation that 
he wanted to make was that forthwith "we" make a change in the 
structure of leadership&nd that he personally would j>e in 
favor of abolishing the Secretariat, adding that he thought «we 
needed to have a resident, board empowered to act. , Continuing, 
LIGHTFOOT remarked that p has been previously discussed that 
GUS HALL will move away fore and more from the^arty^day-to-r 
day operation and that BEN (DAVIS) and PHIL (BART) will assume 
the responsibility for the day-to-day operation of thi » *a*Cf* 
PHIL (BAKE) has expressed willingness to work with , BEN (DAVIS) 
but "we get no final answer from BEN." LIGHTFOOT ^'J*"""** 
ed that they need to examine their commission setup and determine 
what kind of commissions they really need. 

LIGHTFOOT said that he would like to propose XARL 
(WINTER) as Chairman of the Midwest (District ?) with nimself 
as Secretary, In concluding, LIGHTFOOT said that he would like 
the comrades to give some thought to his being removed from 
the Negro Commission and that he personally would like to see 
PAT (PATTERSON) relieved from the New York. State picture and 
have PAT (PATTERSON) serve as Secretary of the National Negro 
Commission. 

CARL ' WINTER commented that he did not think the Party 
could solve its problems by asking "the problem ^JjJ? * . 
raise themselves up by their boot straps. He said that they need 
to receive help from comrades "outside the center", 
nearby and remote districts. The only reason for aicenter is that 
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the whole organization needs it and "we" are acting, and thinking 
as though we have ten times the number of people that we actually 
have, 

WINTER said that he realizes that the Party has a 
heritage, but the organization cannot be expected to endlessly 
carry "pensioners!'. He said that there is a need for continuity 
and respect for the past. They are thinking too much in terms 
of structure, apparatus and personnel which is , not needed. "We" 
have a structure of commissions, departments, bureaus and 
functionaries that are all out of proportion to reality, adding 
that if they are needed, they are not needed "here", but rather 
they are needed out in the country. 

WINTER said thst in his opinion, three people could run 
the National Office with a couple of good technicians assisting 
and those three people do not need to spend more thanhalf their 
time in New York. He said that people have to be placed in 
mass institutions and mass organizations. The respect, dignity 
and honor of people have to be taken care of, but there cannot 
be an endless growing pool of "big fish" that the organization 
is to sustain. There are places where all these people can be 
used and financed and where they can help provide the means for 
financing themselves, WINTER defined these places as publishing 
institutions, papers, fraternal bodies, defense and peace 
organizations. He said this was a delicate thing and must be 
done in a comradely way with due regard to each person's dignity, 
but there could not be this accumulation that chokes the 
organization. 

Continuing, WINTER stated that "we" have a Secretariat 
that is not a Secretariat and an NSC that is not an NEC, He 
said that in his opinion the Party should. get out of this 
building (CP Headquarters) for a number of reasons. First of all 
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because the Party should not be in the same building with the 
paper ("The Worker") if the Party has any ideas concerning the 
future of the paper. The paper cannot become the center of 
attraction for much broader cisclee, non-Party people, who want 
to support the paper in an indirect fashion and who would 
support the press, but not the Party directly. The National 
Office should separate from the district office. The National 
Office should move into an office building, get two or three rooms 
one room for the technical staff, one room for the general 
secretary, and one room for the organizational secretary of the 
Party. The National Office should not be a hangout for "un- 
occupied functionaries". Functionaries should be outside doing 
something. People have to justify their existence by what they 
are doing with other people and not with each other. 

WINTER commented for example that the Trade Union 
Secretary should be at places where some trade union people can 
get together with him. WINTER then asked why the Educational 
Director should not be in the office of the "monthly theoretical 
magazine of the Party." That should be his headquarters. If the 
Educational Director is not in the office of "Political Affairs", 
then he should be in the office of the school and let him, as 
far as the public is concerned, be the director of that school 
and let him be financed by the school. A habit has developed 
around this Party for years that Educational Directors have 
become statement drafters, speech drafters and everything else 
except Educational Directors. If we need speech drafters, then 
we should get one. EARL BROWBER had one and no one even knew 
his name. In fact, he had three. 

Informant advised that BEN DAVIS then interrupted to 
ask WINXER if he might spend a few minutes telling them how he 
functions in the Michigan District. WINTER, in reply, said 
"Horrible, its a nightmare. Its no model for anyone, but that 
is another story."

WINTER added that he did not want to create the impression 
that he had all the answers, but also he did not think that 
everyone should be able to walk into the Secretariat or NEC 
meetings and debase the value of that body because it loses 
authority. He said the problem is that there is no continuity 
of responsibility and that he should not come in and "shoot my 
wad" today and tomorrow I'm gone* He said that it was not proper 
that he should belong to these bodies (apparently referring to 
the NEC) because this just perpetuates the business of coming in 
"shooting your wad" and let someone else pick up the pieces 
later. 

Continuing, WINTER stated that the Secretariat is a 
body within the Resident NEC. The Resident NEC is a body within 
the formal NEC and this was not needed. He said that he was 
against having two, and he was against a Resident NEC. The NEC 
should meet within closed doors and come out with one result. 
The NSC must be a responsible body and people have to be avail- 
able to participate in the making of the decisions and the 
carrying out of them. This position cannot be an honorary one 
and "I" don't want to be an honorary member of the NEC. WINTER 
explained that the reason he did not want to be an honorary 
member of the NEC was not because other comrades were making 
decisions in his absence, but rather because it was a wrong 
method of organization. 

Continuing, WINTER remarked that if they wanted to 
get a reflection of what is happening in the Midwest, then he 
would come ,in and contribute to that discussion £rom his experiences 
in the area, but on the other hand,, if it is felt that he be on 
the NEC, then he should live here (New York) in order to work 
properly. 
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WINTER said that we come into meetings with reports 
having no conclusions, and general presentation is made at these 
meetings. We, leave without conclusions and everyone takes the 
general discussion and interprets it for himself. Conclusions 
are more important than general statements and they should be 
prepared by responsible bodies. People should make their 
criticisms and amendments to conclusions which are proposed 
and adopted. Proposals, motions and conclusions can be sent out 
by mail. "I" can read them in Detroit; CLAUDE (LIGHFFOOT) can 
read them in Michigan and people on the West Coast can also 
read them. They can discuss them with their co-workers and in 
return send amendments by mail. After that we can decide what 
conclusions can be drawn from a meeting. 

WINTER cited as an example the 20th Congress (CPSU), 
wherein (Premier) KHRUSHCHEV made his report to the Central 
Committee and KHRUSHCHEV said, "I'm presenting a report based 
upon the theses of the Central Committee, which you have, had 
for the past several months and which have been discussed by 
so many thousand Party organizations.,..." 

Informant advised that GUS HALL interrupted WINTER 
to ask what Party examples he was referring to in his statement 
that there is no report, but only conclusions. 

WINTER, in reply to HALL, said that he did not say 
that there were no reports, but rather the reports should be 
based upon a set of conclusions worked out by the leadership 
of the Party. He again reiterated his statement that the Party 
does not have findings or final conclusions in motion form 
wherein people are accountable. He cited as a specific example, 
the Trade Union Commission, wherein they get these "omnibus 
reports" from the Trade Union Commission over and over again, 
but "we" do not come in with specific motions as to what we do 
in specific situations, or who is going to do it. 
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CARL WINTER : Meetings become places where people Just air 
*~~ "*" ~" their minds. This does not result in a 
crystallized set of conolusions. The Org. Bureau, Org. 
Committee or whatever you want to call it, should prepare 
agendas for meetings. This would also eliminate the necessity 
for a Secretariat. Of course we need an administrative 
apparatus but I do not think the General Secretary of the 
Party shculd be tied up with a lot of these questions. A 
few of the political leaders of the Party can be included in 
the administrative apparatus and it can include some technically 
competent people. I think that should be true for all fields 
of work* Otherwise each commission has its own financial 
budget. If a commission wants to get out material, there is 
not a single administrative apparatus that takes care of 
these things.. That contributes to pinning down a lot of 
leading personnel in the center where I do not think they 
are most productive. 

I think we also need a cadre apparatus in order 
to find some new people and also some old people that we may 
have forgotten. I think we need to decentralize the Party 
organization much more. When I suggested moving into an office 
building, with a limited number of rooms and a limited number 
of officers occupying those rooms, I meant to distribute our 
forces as much a3 possible outside the national center. 

I think we need to strengthen the Midwest regional 
organization, create a Western regional organization. I think 
we need to make available the leading personnel of the 
National organization to these regions much more. We need 
to use them to help bring up more cadre in the various regions. 
That is where the major effort of the Party has to be applied. 
As to whether or not I should be Midwest Regional Secretary, 
that is unimportant. Somebody should be Regional Secretary — 
not for administrative reasons but to guarantee the activization 
of the National Committee members in the Midwest region where 
we have 15 members of the National Committee. When do they 
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function as National Committee members? Twice a year 
at National Committee meetings? Most of them are people 
who could contribute and be responsible for some results 
in their areas ♦ We are planning the next regional meeting 
in the Midwest on the unemployment question* Everybody 
is coming in with a District report on the situation 
and the work. We are going to hold these members of the 
National Committee accountable* Ask them what 
they are doing and where they are exerting influence. 

As to the Michigan District, • . we have problems 
there that have piled up, and I think we have to get help 
there besides myself. If TOMMY (DENNIS) had become full- 
time D, 0, as we had planned, it .would have made a 
material difference r but TOMMY (DENNIS) is not now 
ready to become full-time. He has very little free time 
available. He is fighting hard for free time and doing a 
remarkable amount of work under difficult circumstances. 
We have no technical worker. Well now- we have moved into a 
new office, I think' that might make a difference. It is 
in an office building where people will come. It will make 
it easier to get more people together. But I think we 
need some other forces at work in that District, Just by 
becoming D, 0, again, I do not think that will solve any 
problems. It I go back as D, 0,, we will not only set 
back TOMMY, we will also set back HELEN . (WINTER) because 
HELEN is not going to function in that District in 
the capacity that she can and should function if her 
husband is the D, 0, We have held our own membership-wise. 
We are high on the list in dues payments, I think, relatively 
speaking. We will have a good registration, I am for 
Regions, I think we should have them but they should be 
political centers mobilizing the National Committee members 
in the regions to get work out of them all year round 
and not Just at National Committee meetings. 
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QUS HALL : There is i no doubt that there are problems that 

must be ironed out. Our problems are not so 
much organizational as political. I think our Secretariat 
meetings and KEC meetings are too long. Fart of our 
trouble is that we are not politically , disciplined. This 
makes our discussions wander and we do not stick to the 
point and get the meetings over with. The Org. Department 
has to run the organization. 'They must get together and 
work out these problems and see that they are executed. 
We must establish this department and give it the authority 
to do its work. The Org. Department cannot be bothering the 
Secretariat and the NEC about decisions that have not been 
carried out. Their duty is to execute these decisions. 
Without a strong Org. Department we cannot function properly 
and play our role. I had a long discussion with BEN DAVIS 
about these added responsibilities. There is a place in 
this Party for a National Secretary. There are fields of 
work in which I could use help and the National Secretary 
should be in touch with such questions that arose in 
connection with the California elections where we did not have 
a Party slate. He could then be of assistance to me. 
BEN DAVIS can play that role, but he must make certain 
corrections in connection with his approach to the 
work. He must embrace the leadership and not put his. 
hand against them. Otherwise he cannot play the role of 
a National Secretary. I do not have a solution, but I 
do not agree with CARL on his approach to this either. 
You (CARL) talked about drawing in district leaders to 
this committee, but who would you have drawn in? (PAT) 
TOOHEY?, TOM ? or KIRCH (ANTON KRCHMAREK) ? I do. not think 
so. Should not we consider some shifts in personnel? 
Do we need an Administrative Secretary? I believe that 
if the Org, Secretary and the National Secretary fulfill 
their functions that should suffice. Our office 
workers are incompetent. A slight sniffle and they 
stay home. I think what we need are a couple of 
younger people. 
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BEN DAVIS ; CARL«S remarks lean toward the question of 
* decentralization and I am opposed to that 
but I am intrigued by the number of proposals made by him. 
Further decentralization will tend to legalize the 
failure of the Party organization to function unitedly* 
What we need is centralization of a special type which 
will tend to tighten the Party organization and bring the 
leadership closer to the membership* I feel that this 
centralization would include a great deal of what CARL says* 

Now regarding myself , I do not feel that 
a National Secretary is necessary in our Party* I Just 
do not see it. I do not see how you can separate organizational 
work from political work and this is what GUS (HALL) is calling 
for. I am of the opinion that I should participate in the 
leadership of the Party and whatever leadership bodies I am 
now on, but my main work should be in Harlem. 

CLAUDE LIOHTPOOT: The thoughts presented at this meeting on the 

style of leadership should be brought 
together in some sort of political presentation. There 
appears to be agreement on some sort? of structural change. 
ELIZABETH (GURLEY FLYNN) should be brought up to date on what 
has transpired and DAVIS, BART and HALL should go over the 
problems raised as to changes in personnel. 

BEN DAVIS : This should be brought to the NEC before 
~ any action is taken. 

All those present a.% the meeting agreed that the 
matter should be taken up with the NEC and the meeting was 
adjourned without any action being taken on the proposals 
made.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on February 10, 190I, that 
a meeting believed to be of the Organizational Commission, 
Communist Party, United States of America (CPUSA) was held 
on the above date at Communist Party (CP) Headquarters, New 
York City. Among those in attendance were: 

— >Phil Bart, Organizational Secretary, CPUSA 

Jack Stachel, member of National Committee (HO), CPUSA 
Louis Weinstock, General Manager of "The Worker 
Irylng Potash, Labor Secretary, CPUSA 
Betty Gannett, Organizational Secretary, New York 
State CP 

William Weinstone, member of NC, CPUSA 

Phil Bart reported that "this body" has failed on many 
occasions to follow through on questions and decisions arrived 
at. He cited as an example that the Organizational Commission 
has not sufficient and direct contact with the districts in 
order that the districts can begin to deal with problems of 
Party organization. As a means of correction, Bart thought 
a system should be worked out wherein the Organizational 
Commission will hold meetings in various districts and on a 
regular basis districts come into New York to meet. 

Bart said that the Organizational Commission will 
direct its major attention to the development of campaigns 
and general activity before the Party and make available the 
material that comes before them, the property of the whole 
leadership. He said it will undertake the coordination of 
various commissions and exchanges of information for the 
benefit of the whole Party.

Louis Weins took expressed, the opinion that this 
organizational commission is not now in a position to act, as 
a supervisory body Over well functioning Party commissions, 
but rather should 4 pay attention to those Party commissions 
that are not functioning properly. Weins tock designated th»se 
commissions that are functioning as Youth, Negro, Labor and 
Language. 

Jack stachel mentioned that a committee has been 
set up which, is going to report to the meeting of the National 
Executive Committee (NEC), CPUSA (scheduled to be held March 9, 
10, 1961) subject to the NC as a whole that the Secretariat 
be abolished. 

Stachel commented that after extensive discussions, 
it was agreed that "we" have a resident board like the old 
'Pol Bureau" which has authority and makes decisions and when 
out of t owners come in they become part of the board. This 
Will require that the "Org Bureau" become a real authoritative 
body with power to make decisions and that it is essential 
that GUs Hall become a member of the "Org Bureau" and Hall 
would be the person to coordinate the work of the Organizational 
Bureau with the work of the Hoard. He said this would. have 
a stabilising effect if and when it is set up. 

Stachel clarified his remarks by saying that actually 
the two highest bodies in the Party c»Uld be first of all the 
"Pol Bureau", the board itself and next the "Org Bureau." 

Jack Stachel also spoke on the need to build the 
Party organization by reaching out to new areas with Party 
literature and the like. 

He cited as an example, the depressed areas, where 
Party .literature could be distributed. This, however, should 
be followed Up by sending two people with a car to go to those 
depressed areas, ..spend a couple of weeks, make contacts, sand 
stories to "The Worker" and distribute literature.

Stachel said that leaflets should be !«*<wt. resorting un 
employment, high prices, et cetera. On the fecial edition 
of "The Worker" for March 6, 1961, an additional 5000 copies 
should be distributed at factories and unemployed areas at a 
special price 1 . 

William' Weinstone advised that a memo is being sent 
to all Party districts emphasizing that the signlficance^of the 
81 Party statement (adopted at the meeting - November, 19oO in 
Moscow) must be .brought to every Party 

and: to every militant and progressive person in the labor_and 
peoples movements.. Gus Hall's report on the statement wi^-^ 
Published in a pamphlet and should be mailed to leaders of 
Various types of Organizations and clubs. The memo sets out 
further that forums, public meetings and house meetings should 
be arranged having national and local speakers on such : topics 
as the economic crisis, peace, the Kenneay Administration, the 
Cuban Revolution, et cetera. The memo states that University 
and. Youth groups should be approached regarding the issues and 
Party speakers on topics should be arranged, anaa person 
assigned to be in charge of a speakers bureau to insure the 
best results. 

Weinstone upon concluding the memo, commented regarding 
the speakers Bureau, that it should involve Party and non- 
party speakers with, a person who could circularize organizations 
and possibly could get underway in the next two months. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, it was agreed that 
if the above suggestions were carried , out, it would make a 
bis advance for the Party. Irving Potash said that with regard 
to the hearings going on in Washington, D.C., ^ u^l°^ e , n *' 
the Party should request an appearance to present the^Partys 
position on unemployment. If the request is »J t :« r «£«g *£ d 
a speaker to appear, then a press release could be formulated 
andi given out in Washington. 

The informant advised that the meeting concluded at 
this point without any action being taken on matters discussed.

The main and only order of business at this 



Enlarged Secretariat meeting. was a discussion of a letter 
written by BEN DAVIS last August or September, which he had 
wanted* published. No one at the meeting was able to give 
the exact date or even the month when this letter was written. 
This letter or article of BEN DAVIS was .a challenge to the 
present leadership and policies of the CP, USA, and was at' 
variance- with the policies adopted by the entire Communist 
world movement. Therefore, GUS HALL had called this meeting 
to discuss this letter or article. 



BEN DAVIS in this letter charged that the Party, is 



in the grip of what he calls centrists. Centrists in the 
Communist nomenclature means compromisor. The Communists do 
not allow for centrists. You either follow the Party line or 
you are a right winger or a left winger. If you are a centrist, 
then you help the enemies of the Party. BEN DAVIS indicated in 
the article that the revisionism of JOHN GATES and others was 
not beaten, that the centrists compromised with some of the 
former revisionists and in fact, the former revisionists, with 
the centrists, have been in control of the Party. While GUS HALL 
was not named* in the article, and while the chief blows were aimed 
at EUGENE DENNIS * leadership, the fact remained that DAVIS had 
indicted the entire CP leadership. 




Subsequently it was learned that this Secretariat 
meeting lasted until 6:00 p.m., January 25, 1961, and has been 
scheduled to reconvene on, approximately February 19 or 20, 
1961 in New York City. At this time a continuation of the 
discussions on BEN DAYIS 1 letter will be carried on. 



It is the opinion of the reporter that GUS HALL bad 
to respond to DAVIS 1 article inasmuch as EUGENE DENNIS had been 
out of activity for a year or more. If one * now talks about the 
leadership being in the grips of the centrists, or by implica- 
; tion rejects the policies of the 17th National Convention and 
begins to talk about the 18th Convention of the CP, USA, this 
becomes a challenge to thenpresent leadership. 

Another reason why this meeting was called was that 
prior to WILLIAM Z. FOSTER'S departure, FOSTER ^in no uncertain 
terms told a few people he favored BEN DAVIS' as Chairman of the 
CP after EUGENE DENNIS died, and since this might be only a matter 
of days,, weeks or months, FOSTER will attempt to groom BEN DAVIS 
for the Chairmanship of the CP, USA while in Moscow* In order to 
prevent such a thing, GUS HALL and the rest of the Secretariat 
placed -this problem as the order of business.

criticizing an article written by JIM ALLEN, a member 
of the National Committee, which appeared in the June, 

The docuiacnt alleges ■ that ALLEN'S article 
"promotes confusion and disorientation" .because 
"it attempts to cover too much ground in too sketchy 
a manner. It seeks to evaluate the whole critical 
scale of the struggle against the revisionists and 
revisionism." According to the document, ALLEN'S 
article should not only have evaluated the struggle 
against revisionism, but should also have evaluated 
and examined centerism and ultra-leftism. The document 
had three general observations on ALLEN'S article. 

1. The article is much too abstract, making 
broad generalizations without illustrations to back 
them up, 

2. The article does not mention Leninism 
and Leninism is what the American CP most needs. 

3. Much of the ALLEN article seems removed 
from reality and out of context. One could infer from 

the ALLEN article that the CP is an educational association, 
while other do the struggling, for struggle is decisive 
to unite the people for establishing a third an tl -monopoly 
political party, which the ALLEN article does not mention. 

ALLEN'S article, according to« the document, 
assumes the position that the left danger is the main 
danger of the Party. This is inconsistent with the 
stated position of the Party at the 17th National 
Convention, that the right danger was the main danger 
to the Party. The DAVIS document states initiative 
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la one of tho main characteristics which the Party 
must recapture. The Party showjad no peace initiative 
during the Japanese peace demonstration. The Party has 
taken no initiative to move masses to force a hand3 off 
Cuba policy. The Party has taken no initiative to show 
why the American working class should have been prepared 
with a friendly welcome for KHRUSHCHEV when he visited 
the US. 

This lack of initiative, according to DAVIS' 
document raises the question of centerism as the main 
danger of the Party. Centerists prolonged the battle 
against revisionists and never followed a stable position. 
Centerism leads to "do-nothingness 11 . It dees not move 
decisively in any one direction. The document continues 
that the CP is a Party of action and centerism must be 
battled. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, JR. 

The article was written several months ago 
(last July or August), so I would like to duscuss it 
from the point of view of bringing it up to date, as 
there have been many developments in the life of the 
Party. It you want me to leave while you discuss this 
I will. 

GUS HALL 

The meeting was called for a certain time 
and when you were not here, we called your home and were 
told you were on your way, so we decided to read it 
without you. There has been no discussion so far. 
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BEN DAVI S 

To do this without considering taking it up 
with me as to what my views are with respect to how 
the article ought to be handled; I think this is very 
unusual procedure and I think It is wrong procedure. 
With respect to the article, it was written in response 
to JIM ALLEN'S article In "Political Affairs". It was 
not my Idea to publish this article until It had been 
cleared with GUS* I told GUS I wanted to discuss it 
with him at the time that I 'gave it to him. The facts 
In the article should be considered as tentative views. 
The article written by ALLEN ? which was a reprint of 
his speech given at the NC meeting* was apparently 
given the authoritative status of the line of the Party. , 
Many comrades felt that my article should not be 
published primarily because they did not agree on 
the contents of the article. GUS (HALL) should not 
have.: allowed this article to hang fire so long. T 
have not read the article for 2 or 3 months. I objected 
very strongly to crediting the article as It now,, 
stands, but It is not up to date and any article, no matter 
how correct when written, , needs changes after 6 
months. I did not ask that the article be published 
now. I would have preferred instead of this procedure 
that the comrades have a chance to read it and I would 
have had a chance to discuss the content in the light 
of my own thinking, developments in the Party and 
other events. That Is why I think this procedure Is 
cock-eyed. 

GUS HALL 



I do not agree with BEN at all. It Is not 
appropriate or proper for him to take this attitude. I 
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said you most likely would not defend it and I suggested 

you report on the question and the discussion be on that 

basis. There was nothing wrong with the procedure. 

You (DAVIS) created this problem. At the NEC meeting 

you said you would net press it, but at the PA ("Political 

Affairs") board meeting two xveeks later, you raised the 

question of denying the right to have your article published in 

"Political Affairs** after you told me you would not press 

and you raised it at one meeting after another. I made 

the mistake of not insisting that it be discussed at 

that time so that it would not come up at every meeting.

BEN DAVIS 

JIM ALLEN writes an article that gets 7 some * sort 
of special privilege or something. 

GUS HALL 

I will discuss at at any time. The facts on 
that are quite clear. 

IRVING POTASH 

I suggest DAVIS proceed as he agreed. 
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BEN DAVIS 

What is the use of making a proposal like that? 
I told you I did not know we were going .-to take it up 
today. I am not prepared. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

I ask BEN. to, withdraw his procedural question. 
I asked to have it (apparently DAVIS 1 article) read 
while waiting for you. It had nothing to do with the 
discussion. 

ELIZABETH FLYNN 

We followed a procedure which we thought to be 
correct. I do not think it is up to us to apologize 
to BEN. We are interested in the content of the article 
and I do not see why BEN does not proceed. 

PHIL BART 

Centerism is the heart of this. I propose we 
adjourn until 2 p.m. and give BEN a chance to prepare. 

BART'S proposal was turned down by HALL and 
several others. 

JAMES JACKSON 

I want to raise a political problem that 
disturbs me - that is the question that is raised from 
page 14 on. It seems to me there is a clarion call 
for an intensive rally and struggle against a neglected 
ideological danger that is compromising the work and 
future of the Party and that is present in dangerous 
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-proportions In the leadership - .that is the so-called 
danger of centerism. I do not accept this judgment. 
I do not agree that this Is a present danger or .a 
manifest tendency operating In or upon the leadership.. 
As the characteristics of this Idea that is In the 
article, I do not see who It fits nor do I see the 
grouping it applies to. The reference to LENIN ?S 
work about centerism is In;my opinion most Inappropriate. 

The responsibility of Marxlst-Lenlni3t 
leadership Is to stir the line and practice of the Party 
on an even keel or course against the pulls from the 
left and the right. Today KHRUSHCHEV fights a left 
distortion of Marxism-Leninism and also fights the 
position of TITO revisionism. There; are a great many 
practical problems . "inactivizing*' the Party and decreasing its 
sphere, of influence, but these problems can not be 
solved by conjuring up a new ideological fold in the 
Party which Is not revisionism or dogmatism but Is 
some Ill-defined thing called "centerism". That could 
lead to an all-out struggle against the center of the- 
Party, the leadership of the Party. 

BEN DAVIS 

I have not raised this because I am. looking for 
some» platform to continue a factional struggle In the 
Party. I raised it because when the functioning of the 
Party Is not up to par, when we are not producing as* 
;we should produce, we should look for all kinds of reasons 
to explain this and Increase, the tempo of the Party *s 
work. The comrades may feel; that I am looking for some 
way to challenge the leadership of the Party but that 
Is not true. I request that we do not regard this 
article as. a full expression of my own views at the 
present time, but that we have a session on It another time. 
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WILL VEINSTONE 

If BEN is not prepared I think we should set 
a reasonable time to carry through the motion that was 
unanimously passed at the last meeting of the Secretariat. 
A motion was made that BEN'S position be discussed at 
this meeting. There was no objection taken to it. The 
comrades were sucposed to hear from BEN a report as to 
his position at the present time. BEN is obliged to 
state his position as soon as possible. In this document 
there is a challenge of tactics and line and basic 
concepts including the anti -monopoly coalition and 
the peace struggle-saying that the South is the main 
struggle. This document hurts the struggle against 
revisionism and covers up dogmatism and diverts the 
struggle into a struggle against leadership on false 
grounds . 

This document was an estimate of leadership 
and therefore you are obliged to give us your views. 
You cannot dismiss this document. The sooner we get it 
out of the way, the better. At the National Committee 
meeting we had a certain unanimous estimate as to our 
work, our line, our weaknesses. We cannot have another 
estimate hanging over us which was not given expression 
to but which is present in the ranks. MILT ROSEN made 
reference to ALLEN'S article, made an attack upon it, 
and gave an estimate of leadership as mis-leadership. 
We cannot have such a subterranean stream in the Party 
which tends to strip away confidence in the Party. You 
must explain your position, BEN, when you create the 
impression that the Party is not fighting for Marxism- 
Leninism. 
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ESN DAVIS 

Six months ago I wrote an article and a lot 
of things have happened in that six months. I have 
participated in Party decisions; I have to the best 
of my ability carried out Party decisions; I have to 
the best of my ability written statements which have 
become collective statements and reflected the Party 
line, so what the hell are you talking about. 

WILL WEINSTO NE 

I said you are obliged to state your position. 

CARL WINTER 

BEN has cast doubt on the leadership by writing 
his article and should either uphold his thesis or 
withdraw it. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 

BEN must state when he will be prepared to 
state his position so that a discussion can be held. 

CLAUDE LIOKTFOO T 

I am tired of wasting time and and if the 
discussion is held any other day than today, I will 
be unable to participate. I do not see why the discussion 
should be put off. It is no secret that there are 
differences of opinions but we should discuss these 
differences. I came here fully expecting to discuss 
BEN'S views and even raised the question with BEN 
yesterday or the day before but BEN is the one who is 
not prepared., I want a discussion on this today. 
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MORRIS CKILDS 

In the first part of August, a similar discussion 
was held and the NEC voted not to print an article by 
comrade FOSTER. I understand that FOSTER withdrew his 
article. The thing about DAVIS * article that bothers 
me is that it challenges the thesis of the Convention 
and the leadership. The subject of Centerism has been 
discussed in the Party before... td-J'S article is a challenge 
to the entire line of the Party and a challenge to its 
leadership.; We are actually being "put in the dock. . 

JACK STACHBL 

Two weeks ago, the decision was made to take 
up this question, but here we are abcUt to adjourn, without 
doing justice to it. Nobody and everybody is to blame. 
BEN separates himself from leadership and. challenges the 
leadership. There were many excellent things in the 
article but I do not know that we would all agree as 
to the causes for some of the weaknesses that we agree 
must be solved. If BEN wants to think it over and 
Withdraw his article, I think it would, be excellent. 

In saying Tfhat he did, BEN indicated, he; 
aoparently has a very low estimate of the Party leadership 
and the situation in the Party. It is too bad that 
ELIZABETH (FLYNN) and GUS (HALL) are going on. trips at 
this time. This question really should be settled now, 
and- we should not have to wait for two or three months. 

IRVING POTASH 

I feel that we should debate this question or 
any other issue which comes forward, on which there are. 
differences, not with a view of scalping anybody, but 
with a firmness that comes from conviction for ones regard 
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for his position, especially when the matter concerns 
some basic position. It is unfortunate that BEN did not 
come prepared to initiate a discussion of his position 
if that position is different from the article . We do 
not know just what BEN has in mind when he speaks of 
withdrawing or changing any part of that article. Any 
withdrawal must be accompanied by a characterization 
as to why it is withdrawn. Is it wrong or what? If 
it is not done it is the duty of this body to so 
characterize that statement that is withdrawn without 
explanation. Even though this article has been published 
the ideas are public property in some parts of our Party. 
These ideas must also be characterized. This article 
says that JIM ALLEN is guilty of not using Leninism. I 
could understand this better if it were directed at a 
comrade who had not worked with BEN in the struggle 
against revisionism. He should not have created the 
impression that we are dealing with a comrade who has no 
appreciation of the contributions of LENIN and Leninism. 
This article also presents a completely negative 
characterization of the Party's work since the Convention 
There is not one sentence of a positive nature. It is 
impossible to get away from this tone in the article. 
If DAVIS did not want to create the idea that he was 
a champion for action and fought for action, as against 
the rest of the leadership, why wasn't it said in the 
article that he shared in some degree the responsibility 
for the inaction and negativeness in the work of the 
Party. It Is politically impermissable for us to allow 
anyone to adopt this kind of tone. 

It Is not a correct political contrast to 
compare the Inactivity of the Party in the struggles 
of the people, with the activities of the students in 
the South in the "sit-ins". There are struggles that 
will take place that will not be initiated by the Party. 
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The article is a polemic against our policy on. the 
anti-monopoly coalition. It completely divorces this 
policy from the daily struggles of the worker, the 
people, and the. people in the South. This article says 
that we can not go to the. people of the South and talk 
to them about monopoly since they would, not understand 
what we are .talking about, but in the ssme breath says 
we must talk about socialism and Leninism in everything 
we do. The truth is that there is. such a tradition, of 
anti-monopolism in this country that the reactionary 
forces are trying to associate the trade unions with 
monopoly in order to arouse people against them. 

Finally, we must combat this whole, idea of 
centerism. You can not speak of it in a general way, 
but only when it is related to a particular event, to- 
something that is going on, to a particular position... 
It does not take much to read this -article and see. that, 
centerism is attached to the leadership of this Party 
and this is wrong. This would become, an issue for 
continuous struggle against the Party leadership. There 
is nothing that would be a: greater obstacle to forming 
our Party into a party of action tan to throw in this 
kind .of an issue that is false and incorrect. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON 

The discussion can not be permitted to continue 
because: it has partly affected other sections of the. 
Party, particularly the NY situation. The. theory 
that the present leadership is .not follovring a correct 
line, but is giving support to the right deviationists, 
and since they - have been defeated, has. created a new 
right, which has led a number of comrades in the NY 
District to* continue and attack against the Party. When 
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HATHAWAY attempted to resolve NY difficulties, DAVIS 
challenged the authority of the NY leadership on the 
ground that it was following an incorrect line. 

Whether or not BEN (DAVIS) subjectively has 
a desire to create difficulty for the Party, objectively 
this is the result. DAVIS should examine his position 
very thoroughly. If he is the only one in the National 
leadership who is correct, then undoubtedly the demand 
is that he should have the leadership of the Party. 
There are those in the Party who are following the same 
line and making the same argument. Oufc~of this discussion 
it is necessary tor DAVIS not only to find a repudiation 
of this line but also to speak to these comrades. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

For an extension of this discussion it is 
important that BEN'S (DAVIS) position on all these 
questions be made known. In seeking solutions to Party 
problems BEN does not act collectively, but carries 
on separately from the rest of the leadership. BEN made 
a point of setting himself apart on all questions and 
made it a point to abstain from voting against, or 
accepted with qualifications, always in a way that 
set him apart from the rest of the leadership. That 
is not the way to reach collective agreement and improve 
the work of the Party. Rather it marks BEN off from the 
others and creates a platform which provides the basis 
for disagreement. 

I do not feel it would have been correct to 
publish this article six months ago inasmuch as certain 
basic political concepts are wrong today. You can not 
change basic political concepts every six months, 
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especially on questions such as anti -monopoly, coalition 
and centerism. It should ;be settled once and. for all 
that the leadership of the Party has to be collective 
and have one line and one .responsibility to the Party. 

WILL WBINSTONB 

Self criticism has been described by STALIN, 
.as :a means of strengthening leadership. BEN'S 'article 
does' not. consistute self-criticism. 
Centerism is ^harmful not only because it does not 
correctly describe, the situation, but tends to undermine < 
leadership.. DERTCHA (Ph) in his article describes 
China as the left, Gomulka and Togliatti as the right 
and KHRUSHCHEV as the Center. We have got to recognize 
that. there is such a concept in the international 
movement and* I think we have a reflection of it here 
and I think we have to be aware of it. In my opinion 
the position taken in DERTCHA' S article is harmful 
because It does r not concentrate on the real weaknesses 
of the Party. 

GUS HALL 

This discussion has sharpened the thinking of 
'the leadership. Centerism is a more serious charge 
than revisionism or dogmatism and must be fought. A 
public statement is needed to reject all forms of 
Centerism with no compromise. 

ELIZABETH PLYNN 

It was unfortunate to lead off this discussion 
without hearing DAVIS ' present thoughts on It first.. 
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DA NNY RUBIN 

I am in agreement with the comrades who have 
spoken and have nothing to add. 

BEN DAVIS 

The procedure of handling the question was 
wrong. I hone that I can talk out ray differences with 
GUS (HALL) in the future and- not have them brought into 
a. formal meeting. 

GUS HALL 

We will leave it on the basis that we will 
have another discussion after BEN thinks it over.

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On 12/27/60, NY 2358-S* furnished the following 
information concerning a meeting of the NYD CP Organization 
Commission held at ':CP Headquarters, NYC, on that date. 



BETTY GANNETT gave the agenda for this meeting.! as 

follows : 



1. county organization and functions 

2. character of clubs in the community, size, etc. 

3. professional and cultural set up 

H, new approachv .to financial help for the Party 
organization in NY. 



As to the first point, GANNETT stated it was a big 
Job, the question of how to streamline the organization of 
the counties in relation to the state. They have one central 
leadership to replace the county boards and staff; to establish 
a council of club organizers, to adapt state policy to the 
county. The problem is how to coordinate work in the county. 
County Chairmen will attend meetings of the State Board and 
be representative of thinking of the Board. The County Council 
will reflect the political views of the State Board. People 
active in fields of county work will be invited to meetings frhen 
a particular. question-is to be discussed. 



As to the role of the County Chairman., They no longer 
have full-time chairmen, on the question of intermediate bodies 
between the state - council and clubs, the council is now the 
vehicle through which the state deals with clubs. 
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The final point is how, in the light of centralization, 
dues, finances and literature should be handled on a county 
widebasis. Dues, finances and literature, GANNETT said, can be 
concentrated in one station. Clubs can report once a month in 
their areas to these stations. Areas of work will start from 
"scratch." It will not be easy to describe future development. 



LENNY LEVENSONf stated "we've" (Nassau County) set 
up a County Committee which meets onoe a month. It is composed 
of organizers and mass work people. It numbers between twelve 
and fifteen people. They have also set up a Board of three 
people which meets several times a month. That is the skeleton 
of "our" organization. 



MIMI PRIEDLANDER stated "we're" (Bronx County) a little 
ahead. They have combined clubs which average between 20 and 
30 people now. These clubs encompass a larger area. There are 
ten clubs. They are meeting regularly, but they are uneven 
in leadership and community work. The problem is how to .get 
them on their feet. 



On the question of chairman, they are shifting from full- 
time to part time. They have an exchange of club organizers 
where they exchange people to give reports. They are strengthening 
County leadership as a whole. There is a stimulus in this 
exchange. 



They have also established a station . which is 
available on a given night. They do not have a separate 
committee or board. 
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RUTH SHULMAN stated "we've" (NY County) had preliminary 
discussions* Their organisation f unctions well. They have 
considered streamlining to make their work more efficient in order 
to release people for concentration work. They have also 
consolidated clubs. The remaining sections have played a role 
organizationally and politically, Manhattan is diverse, having 
areas both residential and industrial. Each section has 
developed along certain lines. SHULMAN discussed the several 
sections in the New York County CP, highlighting their principal 
field of "work. She mentioned that they would have to strengthen 
the village section as it lacked spark. They haVe discussed ! 
not eliminating their county committee. SHULMAN said it would 
act as a county executive and would help to give directions. 



Regarding the County Council, it would be wrong to 
split Manhattan, Manhattan is a cohesive, political unit. 
The question of si^e is not important. They have 35 clubs, 
12 of which would not be represented on the Council because 
they are professional or national groups. A number of small 
clubs would be consolidated and they would and up with about 
20 clubs, 



JIM TORMEY stated "we've" (Kings County) had two 
meetings. They had a County Board of nine people. No matter 
what form is worked out, none of the systems will work unless a 
club is made different from that which it has been. When the 
club has more weight, then they will get some place. Concerning 
structure, TORMEY proposed that in addition to the Council,' 
they have a County Board continue. The comrades rejected it, 
feeling they would slip back into old forms and that they should 
operate on the County Council basis. 

*

WILLIAM ALBERTSON, as the next speaker, asked what is 
the main thing they are trying to develop. It is, he said, 
to make the club function as a political entity or to make it 
function as if it was a political leader of its territory, They 
have to shake themselves loose from old methods, They have to 
work with the clubs politically and give them guidance. Thus, 
they will learn to rely less on the top. cadre to be released, 
is for the clubs. 
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On concentration in the state, they have to choose 
a few areas and establish the necessary machinery to carry 
it out. It is a state .problem. ALBERTSON does not see a 
County council aos\amihg responsibility for this work. It is 
a state problem. 



PHIL BART placed the emphasis on the club. The 
problem is not Just size. Organizations should be directed 
to the masses. He is . in favor of intermediate groupings 
in counties. In NY, the main political division is the 
Congressional District. A group in such an area, bringing 
people together, would become a political unit to do so. 
The organizers would coordinate and clubs would operate with 
a central objective. He agrees with the idea of a monthly 
meeting of club organizers in a council for discussions; however, 
this meeting would have to be a one-day affair. 



EVELYN WIENER stated that for the club organizer to 
function best, he needs a collective plan. A meeting once a 
month would not help clubs to develop. Without coordination, 
clubs cannot develop initiative, in a basic sense, clubs 
will develop 1 when we give them political problems such as 
Unemployment, then a club's initiative would develop. 



WIENER stated that they need press directors as 
that was a key position. 



MILTON ROSEN observed that the question is organization 
where it will do the most good. They are fighting for more 
organization-, in the club and state which is where it would do 
the most good. They agree the state is a center of administratlys 
tasks of the Party. The question is how the state £r going to 
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guarantee and administer all of these functions . As to 
splitting up Manhattan, he would be opposed to that as 
he does not know what it would accomplish* As to the 
County Council, it should be confined to club organizers ♦ 
This organizer should be a confident mass person ♦ On the 
question of clubs, ROSEN thinks a club should have a general, 
long-range perspective over the long haul* 



WILLIAM PATTERSON suggested they take Harlem 
separately also Bedford- Stuyvesant. There they have 
a problem the Party has never resolved. It demands 
an-; examination of the work there. These areas demand 
their special attention* Each club must know its 
territory,, if it does not, it will not know 
individuals and it has to work with individuals. 



A main aim of the Party is to raise the status of 
clubs politically so that the club becomes known* If they 
raise the effectiveness of a club and bring £6 it the line 
of the Party, so that that line is not diluted by a 
multiplicity of intermediate bodies, tfhe club will 
function more effectively and it may see where newr 
organizational forms are needed. 



GANNETT stated that this commission is not functioning 
to discuss Harlem, therefore, they should set up a sub- 
commission to meet with Harlem and review the whole thing . 
Special needs may require special modifications. 



At the next meeting, GANNETT suggested they should 
spend more time on the club and club executive and not drag 
the discussion out for months. They should try. to arrive 
at a direction and then this organization commission will 
be disbanded and a regular one set up. 
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GANNETT continued that the next meeting of the 
commission would be held in one of the two halls as 
quickly as possible. She suggested meeting on 1/6761, 
at 7:00 p.m. She will try to get a room at .Adelphi 
Kail. 



WIENER stated that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN is 
going on tour 1/26/61, and is available from 1/10/61 
through 1/25/61. They want to have a reception for 
her. 'They plan an ad in "The Worker" next week on 
it. She said it would be good if the counties could 
arrange gatherings with non-Party people attending to 
hear her. 



WIENER said there would be a meeting of the 
State Press Committee at Headquarters, next Tuesday, 
(1/3/61) at 7:00 p.m. 

AL3ERTS0N announced that on 1/28/61, -Advance 
is organising a Cuban demonstration for 1,000 people. 
There will be speakers from Cuba. It will be held at 
Central Plaza. ALBERTSON stated that it is for the 
Party to help make a real mobilization of young people. 
On 1/29/61, there will be a Party Youth Caucus at 
12:30 p.m. GUS HALL will speak. All Party members in 
youth work are to attend. HALL will speak on the Party 
youth line and Communist conduct. A meeting place has 
not yet been gotten.

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PHIL BART opened the meeting and stated that the */ 
org commission should concern itself with translating the // 
decisions of the National Committee into concrete // 
recommendations for the p arty as a whole* BART said // 
that they should discuss the Party 1 s work with "left ; 
forces"* BART said that the Party 8 s knowledge of what 
is going on in Washington, and Albany, is based on 
articles appearing in "The New York Times" and said that 
more concrete! - liason with legislative bodies should I 
be established* \ 

IRVING POTASH spoke concerning the methods of 
work of the Party pointing out*' that there were many 
commissions in existence such as the legislative, steel 
and press commissions, etc. It was his opinion that 
this "org" commission should not be doing the work 
of these other commissions but rather should be working <on 
the problems that these commissions have In attempting 
to carry out their assigned work. It was POTASH'S opinion 
that the heads of these different commissions should be in 
attendance at the org commission meetings ♦ 

BETTY GANNETT spoke briefly and commented that 
this was her first meeting of this group and said that 
she was in agreement .with the comments made by' IRVING 
(POTASH) to the effect that the org bureau should coordinate 
the work of all the other commissions, 

JACK *STACHEL said that it was the function of the org 
bureau to see that these other commissions function. He 
said 1 that this commission should get the results of decisions 
reached at other commission meetings and attempt to coordinate 
their work. He said that it was, important to see that the 
secretariat is not tied up;^ith secondary problems.

STACHEL further commented that all documents 
to be submitted ftfc the NC meeting but commissions should 
be submitted to "us" for recommendations. He sa^d the 
peace manifesto has to be redrafted completely and 
some one should be designated to do so. The Negro 
Commission should be limited to the most immediate 
problems in mass work. STACHEL argued that mass work 
must be organized under 3 points: 

1,. The fight for peace, the key point being 
Cuba and the German question. 

2. Civil rights, the key point being the 
Negro question, and 

3. The economic question, the key point being 
unemployment. 

STACHEL stated, that he would like to see a 
conference of a united front character in New York on 
the question of unemployment. With respect to legislative 
work STACHEL said that he and LOUIS WEINSTOCK should 
consult with the People's World, the Prelheit (Morning 
Preiheit) and the language papers about the possibility 
of having a correspondent in Washington. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK commented that GOLDMAN'S wife, 
who is now working for an agency in Washington, would 
be willing to do this work for us. 

PHIL BART said that with regard to united front 
work he and PAT (WILLIAM L. PATTERSON) were going to 
Pittsburgh about the middle of March (March 17) in , 
order to see how we can connect some of our forces. 
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IRVING POTASH stated that it was decided 
at the Trade Union Commission what the Party program 
should be on the question of unemployment ♦ He said a 
subcommittee worked out proposals and. HY LUMER was 
appointed to prepare a report on .unemployment .- This 
report was to be the basis for a .program to be 
presented to the National Committee. However, at the 
last minute LUMSR's wife got sick and LUMER had to 
edit GUS HALL'S report so that he was unable to complete- 
his report on unemployment. Therefore, this document 
was not presented at the NC meeting. 

POTASH commented that LUMER 1 s. report will 
be made into a pamphlet under the Party's name and 
will set out the Party program, on unemployment. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK said that there would be a 
supplement to the next issue of "The Worker" dealing 
with the problem, of unemployment.; 

He said that The Worker Fund Drive calls for 
approximately $80,000 and that the subscription drive 
will be going on simultaneously. He said that Chicago 
disagrees With the fund drive in the way we projected 
it and the sub drive (subscription) in Chicago is also 
in great danger because Chicago lost about 30# of its 
leaders last year. 

IRVING* POTASH recommended that there be 
discussion with HY LUMER on the functioning of propaganda 
work in the Party as well as the organizing of forces 
to< carry on propaganda work,. He said that the Party 
does not have a propaganda department and that one 
individual handles education, propaganda and everything 
else "under the sua" . He said this is amateurish, to 
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put It mildly, and should be corrected. 

JACK STACHEL recommended that measures should 
be taken to insure that the subscription drive and 
the fund drive of "The Worker" were successful, Ke 
said a letter should be written which can be read at all 
Party clubs signed by the General Secretary of the 
Party. STACHEL commented that the reason the Chicago 
district has loot circulation is because SAM KUSHNER 
is busy getting out the edition (midwest edition of 
"The Worker") and Is therefore paying less attention 
to problems of building the paper than he has ever done 
before. The informant advised that the meeting closed 
with the understanding that a letter regarding the 
fund drive and subscription drive of "The Worker" would 
be sent to the membership.

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said, the purpose of this 
special raeeting was to get the organizational question out 
of the way. 

HATHAWAY said that at a State Committee meeting 
it was proposed that a small Auditing Committee of the 
state be set up* It will take over the assets, debts and 
obligations of the counties. This finance committee will 
work with EVELYN WIENER in the handling of the funds 
once they come in, and will also plan the finance campaign. 
HATHAWAY said BETTY GANNETT will name the members. 

BETTY GANNETT said the Auditing Committee will 
be composed of: CHARLIE DIRBA, LEON LOVE, DAVE LEEDS, and 
LOU SECUNDY. GANNETT said the Finance Committee is to 
determine the policy of finance as well as planning the 
finance and executing at on a year- round basis. In 
addition, they will have an Affairs Committee composed of 
comrades of different counties to handle the organization 
of affairs. 

GANNETT said they have a budget to outline 
and that she,. EVELYN WIENER and WILLIAM ALBERTSON will 
prepare and present it to its board in its first meeting 
in January. 

HATHAWAY said that on EVELYN WIENER'S suggestion 
a small committee will be set up to help her carry through 
and complete the registration. WIENER said they needed 
a person in charge from each county. 
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HATHAWAY said a small commission will also 
be set up on the press to handle two phases of work: 

(1) the political content of the paper; make 

it possible to utilize the paper as an important instrument 
in tiass work. ■. ■ ■ " 

(2) how to build the paper through that concept. 

GANNETT proposed a committee of EVELYN WIENER, 
LOUIS WEINSTOCK, ERIC BERT, herself and ESTHER CANTOR. 
She said this was a temporary committee formed for one 
meeting. 

HATHAWAY said that another non-permanent 
committee will deal with the transition from the present 
organizational form to the changed structure. Their duty 
is to supervise the carrying through of the proposal. 
This committee consists of BETTY GANNETT, EVELYN WIENER, 
JACK STACHEL, EHIL-BART, JIM TORMEY, DAVE SALES, MIMI 
FRIEDLANDER, LENNY LEVENSON, MANNY POUSADA, RUTH SHULKAN, 
MILT ROSEN and BILL ALBERTSON. 

HATHAWAY said the Trade Union Commission will 
have the same responsibility so far as the industrial 
section is concerned, that is, the State makes the 
proposals concerning its trade union problems. It will 
include himself, MILT ROSEN, IRVING POTASH, GEORGE MORRIS, 
JERRY 7AT.PH &QNES WILLIS, ALEX iKOLKIN, EDDIE PINCKNEY, 

I LOUIS WEINSTOCK and JACK (FINN?) ; In 

consultation with IRVING POTASH, they will set up a resident 
Trade Union Committee; It will also concern itself with 
national trade union problems; 

HATHAWAY continued that the Cuban-Latin American 
Committee is to be" set up with JOE NORTH as Chairman ;and 
MIKE CRENOVICH as Secretary. 
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HATHAWAY said that the Negro Work • ->.' Commission 
will be built around WILLIAM PATTERSON and BEN DAVIS. 

On the Puerto Rican Committee, HATHAWAY 
said, of which JESUS COLON is Chairman, that committee will 
be held in abeyance pending the preparation of a better 
list of names, 

HATHAWAY said that on schools and housing, these 
committees will be proposed later. 

He said they had consulted JUNE GORDON on the 
composition of a committee on Jewish Worki She will 
bring in the proposals i 

HATHAWAY said the remaining three commissions 
of major importance are: 

(1) Commission on Political Action and 
Legislation. The core of this commission will be himself, 
BEN DAVIS and ESTHER CANTOR. They will take recommendations 
from comradesin mass work to build up that commission. 

(2) The Peace and Youth Commissions. HATHAWAY 
said ARNOLD JOHNSON and BILL ALBERTSON are to devote 
themselves full time to this on a national scale. JOHNSON 
will remain the Chairman of the State Peace Commission 
which will include HY LUMER and himself (HATHAWAY), and 
they will build up a Peace Commission around this core. 

HATHAWAY said that in peace work they have 
two necessary activities- or lines^ 6f,lwork, Some comrades 
find it impossible to- wprk.in^ SANE.- ..It is correct for 
them to find another channel^ In chartering another course , 
•they do not want to prevent vhem from working in other 
groups such as UN associations, church, etc. It is not 
enough for local groups to apply for SANE charters, but 
they must broaden their base to include new people who 
are representatives of the community, and-make- 'certain the 
application for the hew charter will be accepted when it 
is submitted. 
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The second group of several capable people 
are working on new forms of expressions of the peace 
movement; They-sre concerning themselves with the issues 
that will arise with the moving in of the new administration 
on January 20th. They are projecting a b^o&d pressure 
campaign on an ad hoc basis,, not bringing, into being a new 
peace organization but an ad hoc committee that will take 
up these issues of foreign policy that are currently 
right, that is bringing out the Issues of the UN, the 
question of foreign bases, Berlin and so forth. There 
is a tendency of these comrades to poach on SANE to appeal 
to those forces with, whom they arc working in a way 
that tends to hamper the work in SANE, so these two phases 
of work must be kept from clashing and nullifying one another. 

HATHAWAY said that in the Youth Committee there 
are serious problems which predate his coming to New York 
by a considerable time. There are conflicts on 
ideological and tactical issues* He pointed cut that 
since- Advance was formed, some have gone along With it 
while others have not. 

HATHAWAY said it was necessary to overcome &i 
situation where young Communists and others, are pulling 
against each other; They must have a Youth Committee 
working under the State Board with one policy and one 
leadership working under this policy. 

HATHAWAY said, a National Youth Committee is 
presently calling together all young people some time in 
January, at which GUS HALL will give his < views or make a 
report; Regarding the Youth Commission, HATHAWAY felt 
BILL ALBERTSON should not continue as Chairman; Other adult 
members will be DAVE SALES, ESTHER GOLLOBIN and MILLIE 
EDELMAN, HATHAWAY said PAULIE ROBESON was also proposed to 
serve on the Youth Commission representing. Negroes, however, 
HATHAWAY was opposed to this because ROBESON has a tendency 
to cause whole series- of questions to be raised and this will 
make it more difficult to unify youth. So it was agreed, 
HATHAWAY said, to propose MILLIE, and DANNY RUBIN. The three 
who are now youth organizers' were also proposed. :HATHAWAY personally 
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should be 



felt that only MARVIN STERN and 
added to the adults; 

BETTY GANNETT said that all board members should 
be on at least one commission, and that those commissions 
get under way by January; She also felt that peace 
caucuses should be called occasionally in the counties so 
as to involve all comrades. 

HATHAWAY suggested that as to the meetings of 
the commissions, they should be monthly and obviously be 
at night since the commissions are overwhelmingly made 
up of members who work in shops. As for the coordination 
of the work of ,the commissions HATHAWAY said he will try 
to be the coordinator, but due to the number of commissions 
set up it will require much work, ;He suggested WIENER, 
GANNETT, PATTERSON, ROSEN, and himself to each have a 
responsibility to different commissions for .this ... 
coordination sdllsSsm between those commissions and the 
State Board, 

.As for his own work, HATHAWAY felt he should 
associate himself with Trade Union and Political Activity 
commissions, 

A,,™*,™ As t0 the- Youth Commission, HATHAWAY spoke of 
ALBERTSON, RUBIN, SALES, CANTOR, and MILLIE as being on 
this commission, and not appointing a Chairman until the 
youth are better unified; 

A vote was carried on the recommendations and 
amendments made during the meeting, and' HATHAWAY expressed 
his thanks for the unity shown at this meeting; He requested 
the comrades to take back to the counties the idea of this 
unity and to tell the counties they are coming into an 
atmosphere where everything will be judged on its merit. 

This meeting then ..adjourned.

On 1/6/61, NY 3118-S*, who is in. a position 
to furnish reliable information, advised that a meeting of the 
NYS CP Organization Commission was held on that date at Adelphi 
Hall, 74 Fifth Avenue, NYC, in Room 10 p. 

According to the informant, BETTY GANNETT 
opened the. meeting and functioned as chairman thereof. 
Insofar as her remarks were audible, the agenda consisted 
of a discussion on .how to' set up an administrative system. 
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NY 100-128814 

It should be noted that in view of the small number 
of people attending this meeting, the remarks of 
those participating often became inaudible because 
of the lowness of the voices speaking. 

GANNETT mentioned the .Carnegie Kail 
meeting, VThe Worker" Affair, and stated that the main thing 
in connection therewith was to get the tickets out. She 
said the Bronx, Brooklyn and Nassau should say how many 
tickets they wanted and she will give them to them. 

In a discussion concerning subscriptions 
to "The Worker", GANNETT set the following quotas: 
Westchester 25; Buffalo 52; Manhattan 150; Industry 150; 
Brooklyn 85; Bronx 85; Queens 40; Nassau 25. it is 
believed that these figures pertain to bundle orders 
inasmuch as GANNETT then stated that in order to have 
an increase at the end of the press drive, the following 
quotas had been worked out. These quotas apparently 
S er J a i2 to new or rene "ed" subscriptions taken by individuals : 
Manhattan 250; industry '400; Brooklyn 150; Bronx 150; 
and Queens 50. 

GANNETT then said that she had six motions 
for them to discuss at the meeting. These are changes 
to be made in NYC: 

* Existing county committees, boards and 

staffs to be replaced by county councils of club organizers, 
that is, club chairmen, as the main coordinating political 
committees in each borough; that these councils shall meet 
at least once a month or more often if necessary so that 
all political questions can be handled by these bodies. 
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That the county councils be viewed as the bodies responsible 
to the state for the application of Party .policy to the 
specific condition of each county. 

2) That all intermediate political 
bodies in the county, between the county and the 
clubs, be eliminated, comrades released from. county 
and section committees and staffs to be made available 
to clubs for the strengthening of club leadership and the 
clubs"' mass work. 

3) ' To facilitate coordination of club 
activities and to discuss common problems> in particular 

ccccunitlos, joint meetings of club organizers or club 
executive committees to be held as the needs require.

consultation / wl B6unty councils. All county chairmen 
shall attend state board meetings. 

5) To keep the clubs fully informed

PHIL BART argued the necessity for 
uniformity in centers of leadership. 

BETTY GANNETT discussed how> to bring 
the state closer to the clubs and* the clubs .closer 
to the state. f That,.she said, is the fundamental. 
GANNETT argued against retenslon of county executives, 
councils, etc, as hindering information getting through 
these levels before it can get to the club. GANNETT said 
these bodies keep the Party running in circles. 
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LBVENSON returned to the discussion to 
stated his thinking on why there are weak clubs and 
•s&rongxlubs. He said that if they determine what 
leadership level is needed for a* s f $ft>iig' club,that should 
do for the county. 

MIMI FRIEDLANDBR is generally inaudible 
but her argument seemed to be in support of the 
elimination 1 of all except the county council and club.

GANNETT stated the following should be 
added As a motion to those previously given: 

That major attention of the state shall 
be given to the development and ideological training 
of club organizers and club leadership with the aim of 
raising club leaders to major political stature. 

As to dues, GANNETT said. the proposal 
is that of the dues payments, 20 per cent should .go 
to the club, 30 per cent to state and the balance to 
national, counties shall have a revolving fund* for 
immediate expenses. Twice a month the fund would be 
replenished.. It is. proposed that the Queens and Bronx 
have a revolving fund of $100.00. Brooklyn and Manhattan 
of $200 or 150;00. industry would have no revolving fund 
since it is generally under the state now, and whatever 
expenses there are, the state meets on a day to day basis. 

To collect funds there will be established 
stations in the Counties by the st&te finance committee 
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with a person from the county responsible for manning 
this station. State will supply each county with a 
record so that the county will know how its cluos stand. 
The books of the counties were supposed to have been 
handed into the state by December 31 for auditing, 
and;; an auditing commission has been established to 
audit the books of every county. 

GANNETT stated that the shift of 
funds to the clubs is to develop club work, club 
identity, etc. For Party existence, the Idea is 
that they work out a club sustainer where what a member 
stives is spread out over a year rather than a drive. 
They have figured it out that §1£0 per member per week 
or $52.00 per member per year could meet a good portion 
of the budget of NYS. That one dollar is an average. 
Some members cannot give that much, others can af*?rd 
more than $1.00 a week. This plan should be instituted 
as quickly as possible. 

GANNETT believes this system will 
be welcomed, as it will end the exhortation and 
demand for funds day in and day out through the 
whole year. They can divide between "The Worker cand 
the Party, certain key affairs and that will also 
raise more substantial sums. 

GANNETT them made a collection to 
pay for the room rent and after a discussion, the 
group agreed to meet next on January 19, 19°i.

He has, been released from his position, as Organizational 
Secretary of the NY District and PHIL BART has stated that 
ALBERTSON will' be reassigned as a vague sort of coordinator 
of all OP publications and literature. 

APTHEKER, HERBERT 

APTHEKER is an. at large .member of the, NO and; 
Director of the NY School for Marxist Studies. 

APTHEKER returned -to the US- from a trip abroad 
on 11/21/60. He delivered a lecture in January, 1961 
on- the Cuban Revolution. He Is scheduled. to- speak in 
Chicago on. 2/19/61 on .the Civil War Centennial and in 
: the Bronx, NY, .2/21/61, on the occasion of Negro 
Brotherhood Week. 

■ AUERBACH,, SOLOMON 

AUERBACH is. an' at large member of the NC > who 
is commonly, known as JAMES ALLEN. 

He is currently on an .extended trip abroad. 
.He was a representative of the CP, USA at the November 
Conference of 81 CPs of the world held in Russia. It 
is noted that 'ELIZABETH -GURLEY FLYNN, upon her return to this 
country,, criticized AUERBACH 's actions -at this Conference. 

BART, >PHILLIP 

BART lsi an at large member of the NC and- continues 
to hold the .title of National .Organization Secretary. 
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He continues to be most active in the day 
to day work at the CP, USA National Office. In addition, 
he was one of those responsible for resolving the 
situation which developed in Boston and resulted in the 
expulsion of HOMER BATES CHASE from the NC. 

BERT, ERIK 

BERT is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of Executive Editor of "The Worker 11 . He 
has been most active in the recent Fund Drive for the 
Party paper. 

It has been reported that BERT will attend a 
Conference of CP journalists from all parts of the world in 
Leipzig, Germany, during the middle of March. 

BLAIR, FRED 

BLAIR represents the Wisconsin District on the 
NC and continues to hold the position of Chairman of the 
CP of Wisconsin. 

There is some recent evidence that BLAIR would 
like to give, up the position of Chairman of the Wisconsin CP. 

BLUM, EMANUEL 

BLUM represents the Indiana District on the NC 
and Is Chairman of the Indiana Party. 

BLUM has been highly concerned over the adverse 
effect of the notoriety that he received relative to 
newspaper coverage of a Midwest NC meeting held in 
September, i960, in Chicago. BHJM has stated that because 
of this publicity, several people have discontinued his 
services as a tutor. In addition, It was learned that as 
a result of this publicity, a meeting of the Educational 
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Commission of the CP of Illinois scheduled to be held 
at BLUM'S residence, was cancelled. In additio n, blum 
eicoressgd the opinion that the leadership of the CP 
!h?uld not attend the National Steel Commission meeting 
held durina November, i960, as their presence would 
jeopard^e^^^ Steel Commission members. 

CHAKA. EDWARD 

CHAKA represents the Ohio District on the NC 
and is a member of the State Board of the Ohio CP. 

CHASE. HOMER BATES 

At a meeting of the NC held 1/20 - 22/61, 
the following motion was made and carried: 

That HOMER CHASE be removed from the NC; that 
he be informed by this body to abandon his recent 
"impermissable activities"; that within, 6 months he 
present a letter of self-criticism to Sf^J*^** 
Sho, in connection with the District, will work out 
areview of his work and activities and take whatever 
further steps necessary. 

CHILDS, MORRIS 

CHILDS represents the Missouri -Kansas 
District on the NC. He was elected to the NC at the 17th 
National Convention under the name C. MARTIN. 

CHILDS returned from a trip abroad during 
December, i960. While abroad, he attended the Conference 
of Representatives of 81 CPs of the world held in Russia 
during November, i960. 

COLON. JESUS 

COLON is an at large member of the NC and continues 
to write a regular weekly column for "The Worker . 
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COLON teaches at the NY School for Marxist 
Studies and recently gave a series of lectures on 
the Cuban Revolution. He continues to exhibit 
strong interest in the Cuban situation and the work 
of the Party among Puerto Ricans. 

CRENOVICH, MICHAEL AARON 

CRENOVTCH is a member of the NC ' 
representing the NY District. It has been reported 
that CRENOVICH has been active for "Ofte Committee 
for Fair Play for Cuba" and there is evidence of his 
involvement with the "July 26 Movement". 

CRENOVICH, during the course of the reorganization 
of the NY District, repeatedly criticized GUS HALL 
and his reorganization program. 

DAVIS, BENJAMIN J. , JR. 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of CP, USA National Secretary. 

DAVIS spoke at Amherst College, Amherst, 
Massachusetts, on 1/5/61. At that time he said that 
it was a privilege for him as a graduate of the Class 
of 1925, to be back at Amherst. He commented that it 
was a privilege of free speech not afforded him in NY. 
In his speach he advocated peaceful coexistence; was 
critical of the EISENHOWER Administration handling 
of the Cuban situation and spoke briefly about Africa 
and South America. 

DAVIS has been in general d i sa SS e !i? en Sv W ^^ 
GUS HALL'S program of reorganization of the NY District. 

DAVIS. SAMUEL KRASS 

DAVIS represents the Minnesota - Dakota District 
on the NC and is Secretary of that District. In his 
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position he exerts absolute control over the Party 
activities within the District. 

There has been some comment reflecting 
adversely on DAVIS regarding the failure of the District 
to take any steps whatsoever regarding the registration 
during November and December, i960. During November 
it was reported that DAVIS was bitter over his failure 
to effect the infiltration of a ward club of a major 
political party in North Minneapolis. DAVIS 1 efforts 
in this respect met with complete failure and those CP 
members who attempted to gain membership in a ward club 
at his direction, were completely unsuccessful. 

DAVIS has put much effort into the development 
of a new Marxist youth group. 

DAVIS continues to spend some of his time 
at "The Worker" bookstore in downtown Minneapolis- 
and takes periodic trips to North Minnesota in the 
Duluth iron range area in particular, on Party business. 

DENNIS, EUGENE 

DENNIS died of cancer on 1/31/61. 

DENNIS. THOMAS DE WITT. JR. 

DENNIS is a member of the NC representing the 
Michigan District and in addition holds the position 
of Secretary of that District. 

DENNIS is self-employed as "Tommy's Builders 
Repair Service". DENNIS continues to actively participate 
in national and local- CP activities, including recent 
negotiations in connection with moving the location of 
CP Headquarters of the Michigan District. He reportedly 
" has refused to work full time for the CP because of his 
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wife's objections. As a result, local CP leaders 
have complained of the failure of the National Office 
to resolve the problem of lack of leadership 
existing in the Michigan District. CARL WINTER 
reportedly expressed concern about organizational 
problems in the District and stated in effect that 
the National Office must get help for DENNIS soon. 

DOBBS, BEN 

DOBES represents the Southern California District 
of the CP on the NC and holds the position of Executive 
Secretary of that District. 

Ke continues to be closely associated with 
DOROTHY HEALEY, Chairman of the District and 
constantly defends heriStand in regard to Party policies. 
The actions of both DOBBS and HEALEY have been under 
fire recently in regard to their attitudes toward the 
negro comrades. 

PLYNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY 

PLYNN is a member at large of the NC and holds 
the title of Vice Chairman of the CP, USA. 

PLYNN recently returned from Russia where she attended / 
the November Conference -of representatives of 8l CPs 
throughout the world. She has indicated that she 
received a warm welcome everywhere she went abroad. She 
spoke in particular of a reception at which shewas 
Chairman and had the privilege of introducing KHRUSHCHEV. 
PLYNN stated that KHRUSHCHEV spoke fbr 15 minutes on the 
CP, USA at this reception and praised' her and the CP, USA 
at great lengths. PLYNN Indicated it was her opinion 
that China will abide by the declaration made at the 
November Conference dealing with peaceful coexistence. 

PLYNN recently cut shortv her trip through the 
midwest to return for DENNIS 1 funeral 
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FRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM 

PRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC and 
represents the NY District. She continues to hold the 
title of Bronx County Organizer although she has been 
removed from the Party payroll. 

FRIEDLANDER regularly attends meetings of 
the Bronx County Committee and has been most active 
in "The Worker" Fund Drive. FRIEDLANDER has been most 
disappointed over the fact that ARNOLD JOHNSON was given 
the assignment of developing the Peace Question.

HALL is an at large member of the NC and holds the 
title of General Secretary of the CP, USA. 
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He continues to be most active in all phases 
of CP work on a national level. In addition, it was 
through his efforts that the leadership of the NY CP 
District was reorganized. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT recently commented that GUS 
HALL will move away more and more from the day to day 
operation of the Party and that BEN DAVIS and PHIL 
BART will assume much of HALL'S responsibility in this 
regard. 

HATHAWAY. CLARENCE 

HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Chairman of the NY District. 
It was decided at the CP State Committee meeting held 
during the. early part of December, i960, that HATHAWAY 
would retain -Ms position as Chairman of the District. 
In addition/ HATflAMY's participation in the reorganization 
of the District he has made several out of state speeches 
in December and early January in order to raise money 
for "The Worker". 

HEALEY, DOROTHY 

HEALEY is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District of the CP and in addition 
holds the position of Chairman of that District. 

For the past two months, HEALEY has been 
recuperating from a hysterectomy and has had little 
contact with Party affairs.

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN has stated that she 
has recommended ARNOLD JOHNSON to head up the Defense 
Committee. She commented that JOHNSON would be able 
to handle such a position, that he knows the work and 
has contact with outfits such as the Civil Liberties 
Union,

KUSHNER, SAM 

KUSHNER is a member of the NC representing the 
Illinois District. In addition, he is Midwest Editor 
of "The Worker". 

Recently, KUSHER was interviewed on a radio 
new3 program in Chicago. KUSHNER stated that he was 
proud to be a Communist and identified himself as the 
Midwest Editor of "The Worker". During this program, 
KUSHNER indicated it was his opinion the Chicago Police 
Department was securing information on the Party through 
the tapping of telephone wires at Party Headquarters 
in Chicago. 

LIGHTFOOT, CLAUDE 

LIGHTFOOT is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District and holds the position of Vice 
Chairman of the CP, USA.

On her return she stated that if it had not been for 
her family in the US, she would have tried to make 
the Soviet Union her permanent residence. 

In late i960, LIGKTPCOT mentioned that the 
negro-white relationship in the Party has steadily 
been declining and that few negroes were being invited 
to white comrades residences. 

LIMA, ALBERT "MICKEY" 

LIMA is a ^member of the NC representing the 
Northern California District. In addition, he is 
Chairman of that District. 

LIMA attended the Conference of CP Secretaries 
held in Moscow in November, i960. LIMA'S actions at 
this Conference were the subject of criticism and have 
been described as "amateurish and naive". 

LUMER, HYMAN 

LUMER is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the title of National Education Secretary. 

In early December, i960, LUMER conducted CP 
educational classes in Baltimore. Also during December, 
i960, he wrote an article in "The Worker" on the subject 
of the US gold problem. 

LUMER is scheduled to speak at the University of 
Iowa on 2/23/61. He has stated that it is his intention 
to write several other midwest colleges to see if he could 
get any other invitations to speak. 
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MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN), 

MC ADORY is an at .large member of the NC 
and a member of the Harlem. Regional Committee of the CP. 

MC ADORY regularly attends meetings ;Of the 
CP, USA National Negro Commission. She has indicated 
the need for an open Party .Headquarters in Harlem.; 
She continues to support BEN DAVIS in his differences 
with other members of the CP National, leadership. 

MC ADORY spoke at the NC meeting held 
1/20 - 22/61 oh the need of the Party to undertake 
open mass work".- She said that HENRY WINSTON * s mother 
was critical, of the Party for what she considered the 
Party's lack of concern for her son's welfare. MC ADORY 
said that she assured Mrs. WINSTON that the Party had been, 
active in WINSTON'S behalf and was contemplating further 
action to gain his release. MC ADORY. Urged the Party 
reihtenslfy the campaign for WINSTON'S release and make 
efforts to \2?ing this case to the attention of President 
KENNEDY.; 

MEYERS, GEORGE 

MEYERS is an at large member, of the NC. Irt 
addition he has been given the assignment of contacting 
people in various southern, states for the Party. There 
is feeling among certain leaders that in view of his 
assignment in. the. south, MEYERS should -also be made a 
member of the National Negro Commission. 

MITCHELL, CHARLENE 

MITCHELL is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District of the CP. In addition 
she holds ;a position on the Executive Board of the 
District, but because of her ill health she, has been, 
released from, all youth activities and assigned to teach 
Marxist classes. 
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NABRIED. THOMAS 

NABRIED is a member of the NC representing 
the Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware District. In 
addition he is employed full time by the Party in the 
capacity of District Chairman. 

He has been attending meetings at the National 
.Negro Commission during recent months. Although a 
Marxist, he frequently gives indications of negro 
nationalism and lays stress on such issues as negro 
representation, the right of negroes to register and r vote 
in the south and giving aid to oppressed negroes in 
the south. 

NELSON. BURT GALE 

NELSON represents the Northwest District 
on the NC . In addition he holds the position of 
Chairman of that District. 

NELSON has been endeavoring to reinstate his 
membership in the ILWU. To date he has been 
Unsuccessful, blaming his failure on interference by 
Naval Intelligence and enemies within the union. When 
HARRY BRIDGES was in Seattle, NELSON contacted him and 
found BRIDGES extremely "cool". BRIDGES told NELSON 
that there was nothing he could do for him insofar as 
getting back into the union was concerned. HOWARD 
BODINE, another ILWU official from San Francisco was 
equally "cool" toward NELSON and would not even talk 
to him. The problem that faces NELSON is that 
membership renewals must be made within a 10-year 
period from withdrawal date. NELSON * s time limit is 
running out in 1961. If unsuccessful, NELSON will lose 
all rights to retirement benefits. 

O'DELL. HUNTER PITTS 

O'DELL is a member of the NC representing the 
South. He was elected at the National Convention Under 
the name CORNELIUS JAMES, 
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It has been reported that 0 f DELI» is going 
to a university to study higher mechanics of the 
insurance business. It has further been reported that 
there is consideration being given to sending him to 
a secret Party school in Moscow, which will run for 
2 years. 

PATTERSON. WILLIAM L. 

PATTERSON is an at large member of the NC. 
In the reorganization of the New York District, 
PATTERSON retained his position as Vice Chairman of 
that District. 

PATTERSON, as a member of the CP, USA Negro 
Commission, has been most active in the formation of a 
program for 1961, outlining Party activities in this field. 

PERRY, PETTIS 

PERRY is an at large member of the NC. 

PERRY continues to be confined as a tubercular 
at the Olive View Sanitorium, Olive View, California. 

POTASH. IRVING 

POTASH is an at large member of the NC and 
holds the position of Labor Secretary of the CP, USA 
and membership on the Organization Bureau. 

It has been reported that POTASH has been in 
contact with BILL &ASHTAN and TIM BUCK, leaders of the 
CP of Canada and has conferred with outstanding and 
important leaders in both the packing ani steel industries . 

On 12/15/60, POTAgH attended and presided over 
a meeting of the CP, USA Trade Union Commission. He 
presented a report at this meeting on the development 
and estimate of militancy in the Trade Union Movement. 
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It has been announced that a meeting of the 
National Automobile Commission and a Railroad conference, 
will be held in February, 1961, and that POTASH will 
probably be in attendance. 

In addition to his duties as Labor Secretary, 
POTASH continues to handle the HENRY WINSTON appeal. His 
status with INS is unchanged and he continues under order 
of supervision awaiting deportation. 

PROCTOR, ROSCOB 

PROCTOR is a member of the NC representing 
the Northern California District. He is a member of the 
Northern California District Committee and his occupation 
is warehouseman. 

PROCTOR attended as CP Leadership School for 
afive-week period during November, December* i960. WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE, in reviewing the qualifications of students 
attending this school, described PROCTOR as "thinking 
fellow" and a most qualified organizer. 

QUEEN, DANIEL 

QUEEN .is an at large member of the NC. 

It has been learned that QUEEN was a leading 
figure in a national organizing conference to establish 
an Organizational Committee for a Socialist - Oriental 
Youth Organization held in Chicago over the New York 
Holidays. At this Conference he was elected to the 
Executive Council of the Organizing Committee and 
designated as one of three persons to travel nationally 
for this organizing effort to form a youth organization 
within a year. 

RICHMOND, AL 

RICHMOND is an at large member of the NC. He 
continues to hold the position of Executive Editor of 
the "People's World". 
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RICHMOND, In discussing the current 
ideological differences between the USSR and Communist 
China, stated that it was important that the CP, USA 
not m3ke c :tfc£s ; .mistake of deciding which is the bad party 
and which is the good. He advocated an interpretation 
of Marxist theory in light of the rapid and sweeping 
social changes which have occurred. 

ROBESON. PAUL JR. 

ROBESON is a member of the NC representing 
the New York District. ROBESON was outspoken ©gainst 
the reorganization of the NY District along the lines 
proposed by GUS HALL. He has declared that CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY is not qualified for the leadership of the NY 
District because of his lack of knowledge in the negro 
field. ROBESON has supported BEN DAVIS In this current 
conflict and has stated that DAVIS should never have been 
removed from the state leadership . 

He attended the NC meeting of 1/20, - 22/61, 
and iii speaking called for intensified activity In the 
struggle to defeat colonialism and imperialism. 

ROSENBLUTH. NAT 

ROSENBLUTH is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. He attended a NY District CP Committee 
meeting in early November, i960, however, since that 
time he has been almost totally inactive in regard to 
CP work. 

RUBIN, MORTINER DANIEL 

RUBIN is an at large member of the NC 
representing youth and holds the position of CP, USA 
National Youth Secretary. In addition he is a member of 
the CP, USA Organization Bureau. 
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RUBIN was a member of the Coordinating 
Committee, the Press Committee and the Credentials 
Committee at the National Youth Conference to establish 
a National Organizing Committee for a Marxist Youth 
organization held in Chicago 12/30/60 - l/l/6l. RUBIN 
was elected a member at large of the Executive Committee 
of the National Organizing Committee established at 
this Conference. 

STACHEL, JACOB 

STACHEL is an at large member of the NC 
He regularly attends meetings of the CP national ' leadership. 
He presented an analysis of the election vote at the 
NEC meeting held 12/27/60. At that time he urged 
immediate steps be taken in the fight for a new organization 
by the CP of l! left forces". He said this must be done 
so the Party can extend their mass work and not let the 
SWP and other organizations take over in fields in which 
the CP was supreme in the past. 

STANFORD. JOHN 

STANFORD is a member of the NC representing 
the south. He continues as the main CP leader in the 
San Antonio area. It has been reported that STANFORD 
was one of those being considered as a representative 
of the CP, USA assigned to maintain liaison with the 
CP of Mexico. 

TOOHEY, PATRICK 

TOOHEY is a member of the NC representing the 
New Jersey District. In addition, he is State Chairman 
of the New Jersey CP. Although he receives no salary in 
this position, he does receive expense money from the 
New Jersey CP. 
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Failures on the part of the National Office 
functionaries to fulfill speaking committments in New 
Jersey has led TOOHEY to make remarks that there is 
a definite lack of interest exhibited ;by<ithe leadership 
toward the New Jersey CP and has resulted in increased 
isolation of the state from the National Office. 

TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 

TORMEY is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. She was retained in the leadership 
of the NY District under the recent plans of reorganization. 
The Worker" issue dated 12/11/60, contains a notice 
that "Betty Gannett" was designated a member of the full- 
time staff of the NY State CP and. given the title of 
Organiser and Educational Director of the District. 

According to the Winter Term brochure of the 
New York School for Marxist Studies, ,1/16 - 2/4, 
Betty Gannett" is listed as an instructor of 
"People ' s Capitalism" . 

TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District. He was retained as Kings County CP 
Organizer in the reorganization of the District, however, 
he was dropped from the State payroll as a full-time 
employee. He reportedly is looking for employment. 

WEINSTOCK. LOUIS 

WEINSTOCX is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District and General Manager of "The Worker". 
In addition he is a member of the Organization Bureau. 

It was recently learned that WEINSTOCK, while 
in Hungary in September, i960, to attend the wedding of 
his daughter, reached some agreement with the Hungarians 
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as to what they might do indirectly to help "She Worker". 
WEINSTOCK attempted to reach a -similar agreement with 
the Czechoslovakia^ officials during hi3 stopover in 
Prague, Czechoslovakia in late September when returning 
from Hungary, but was unsuccessful. WEINSTOCK did not 
ask for money from either the Czechoslovakia^ or 
Hungarians. The Hungarians reportedly told WEINSTOCK 
they could send them certain goods through 
their trading organization in the US. Kitchen .utensils, 
and otherhandicraf t items were mentioned and it was 
stated that they could give the items to WEINSTOCK at cost 
or less and he could dispose of them as he sees fit. 

In. the latter part of January, 1961, WEINSTOCK 
Indicated he has been to the Hungarian trading organization 
in NYC and found them much more cooperative than when 
first contacted. WEINSTOCK has also indicated he was 
going after the Czechoslovaklan trading organization 
Tauseg, and other Socialist bloc countries' trading 
organizations to get them to t£k© ads in< "The . Worker". 

WEINSTONE, WILLIAM WOLF 

WEINSTONE was elected a member of the NC at 
a meeting of that body held In NYC 1/20 - 22/61.

WINTER is a member of the NC representing 
the Michigan District. In addition he holds the position 
of Chairman of that District and Chairman of the Midwest 
Region, CP, USA.

WINTER, HELEN ALLISON 

WINTER is a member of the NC as well as a 
member of the Michigan State CP Committee. 

At a meeting held in October, i960, she 
reported on her recent travels to Cuba and her attendance 
at the Convention of the Popular Socialist Party of Cuba. 
She outlined the background of the Revolutionary Movement 
giving an appraisal of the role being played In this 
movement in the government by Communist factions. She 
lauded the Castro Government and described the position of 
the Communist element in glowing terms.

BEN DAVIS criticized GUS HALL's report to 
the NC at the meeting held 1/20 - 22/61, claiming HALL 
always attends the meetings, makes good speeches, but 
gets nothing done. According to DAVIS, HALL talked 
about the economic .situation but has failed to reflect 
a clear cut program. 

HALL later criticized DAVIS for not making a 
sincere effort to attend the National Negro Commission 
meeting In Philadelphia on 1/14 - 15/61. HALL Indicated 
he was not satisfied with the work of the leadership and

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that unless there was some improvement in the near 
future, he would take steps to have certain individuals 
replaced. 

As a result of the foregoing, DAVIS and HALL 
became engaged in a heated discussion. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN and HY LUMER have 
agreed that the trouble with the National Organization 
is that they do not have a working Secretariat. They 
described EEN DAVIS as "nothing but a windbag". In 
addition both FLYNN and LUMER indicated dissatisfaction 
with the leadership o.' GUS HALL4bs given to the Party. 

The disputes between FLO HALL and JAMES WEST 
in the Illinois District continue. As a result they 
are unable to effectively coordinate the work of the 
District. 

The dispute regarding negro leadership on a 
national scale continues. BILL ALBERTSON, who has been 
removed from leadership in NY State, has stated that 
BEN DAVIS has systematically stifled or prevented the 
up-grading of any other negro leader on a national 
scale. He said, however, that DAVIS has not been able 
to stop CLAUDS LIGHTFOOT although he continues to snipe 
at LIGHTFOOT at all national meetings, AJBERTSON has 
stated that one of the reasons GUS HALL does not tangle 
with DAVIS on the leadership question is because of 
the general weakness of the CP line on the Negro Question. 
One of the reasons given for the low negro membership in 
the Party in NY is because many negro Communists will not 
register in view of their dislike for DAVIS and their 
feeling that his line on the Negx»o Question is wrong. 

Recently, CHARLENE MITCHELL was the source of 
controversy at a meeting of negro comrades of the 
Southern California District when HEALEY and DOBBS were 
charged with white chauvenism. This charge was made 
because they attempted to oust MITCHELL from her position 
as a full time paid employee of the District. The reason 
given for this ouster was the fact that MITCHELL'S ill 
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health did not permit her to work full time.

T BEN DOBBS has recently been under the care of 
a physician for a growth in his throat. According to 
DOBBS, his physician has indicated the growth is not 
malignant. 



Considerable animosity was developed between 
PEGGY DENNIS and certain leaders of the CP at the time 
of her husband's death. She has indicated that there was a 
general lack of feeling or interest in her husband's 
condition until Just at the "end". The Party leaders, 
.naJnly PHIL BART, made funeral arrangements including a 
memorial service without consulting or inquiring as to the 
wishes of PEGGY. She was incensed and dismayed at this. 
It is noted that she did not attend the memorial service for 
her husband. 

PEGGY DENNIS revealed that ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN was In the Midwest where she had a number of meetings 
scheduled when she got the news of GENE'S death. She 
immediately cancelled all meetings. PEGGY said that 
FLYNN had a terrific iw because people in Chicago, Detroit 
and Cleveland raised "holy hell" and said that she could 
fulfill her committments and still return to NYC for the 
services on Sunday. According to PEGGY DENNIS, FLYNN was 
furious and said that she has never seen "such calfcuseness 
and such vulgarity in any organization; that she could not 
see how they could even continue to hold the meetings 
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under such circumstances whether she was there or not". 

CLAUDE LIGKTFOOT stated in late I960 that since 
his wife GERALDYNE no longer works at CP Headquarters, 
he is running about $40 short each week in trying to 
make his household expenses meet his income. LIGHTPOOT 
has proposed that he purchase refrigeration equipment for 
the purpose of storing eggs and that his wife could 
purchase eggs in Indiana from farmers and subsequently 
sell these eggs to restaurants in Chicago. LIGHTFOOT 
is attempting to secure $1,000 for this venture and 
GUS HALL has promised him $500 of CP, USA funds for 
this business. 

MICKEY LIMA has been criticized for his 
actions while attending the Moscow Conference in 
November, i960. Contrary to instructions, LIMA took . 
voluminous notes at the Conference after previously 
being instructed that no notes would be permitted to be 
taken out of the Soviet Union. His activities in 
this regard became- so noticeable that the Soviets 
called them to the attention of the Chairman of the 
CP, USA Delegation. 

LIMA also violated "protocol" by quizzing 
delegates from other countries, without the permission 
of the Soviets. 

Due to his* actions at this Conference, LIMA 
has provoked the suspicions of other CP leaders and his 
future actions are likely to be observed with these in 
mind. 

TOM NABRIED and FRANCES GABOW attended a 
New Year's Eve Party on 12/31/61, imbibed freely and were 
found in bed together by the hostess on the morning of 
1/1/61. They were fully castigated by the hostess for 
such actions . and-, have been apprehensive about rep rccussions 
but have not discontinued their affair. The negro 
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common law wife of NABRIED Is suspicious of them and 
understandably upset about this situation. NABRIED 1 s 
heart condition has continued to slow down his pace 
and requires him to take a nap almost every afternoon. 
Many days he does not leave his residence. NABRIED 
continues to play numbers, betting daily In the amounts 
of .10 to .35. 

On Christmas weekend BURT NELSON became 
involved in a bitter argument with his wife HELEN, 
resulting in his wife either hitting NELSON over the 
head with a whiskey bottle and/or throwing a glass full 
of beer in his face. In retaliation, NELSON allegedly 
struck his wife, knocking her down and then kicked her 
while she was on the floor of their boathouse. Following 
this, NELSON departed and went to a friend's house in 
Seattle and remained there all night. 

The following morning, after several cups of 
black coffee, UEISCH became somewhat concerned about 
the condition of his wife, wondering whether or not she had 
been able to get off the floor. He indicated he did not 
know whether she was alive or dead. It was ascertained 
later that day that on arriving home NELSON was much 
relieved to find his wife alive. These family disputes 
involving NELSON are becoming more frequent and more 
violent. When considered with the other animosities 
existing between NELSON and others in the CP both local 
and national, it is expected that NELSON'S days as District 
Chairman are numbered.

The two letters were to someone in San Francisco 
and they relate to a meeting and conference planned in New 
York City to form a new and truly revolutionary party. The 
letter asks if the recipient will send delegates to this conference 
when it is called. It alleges that New York members of this 
group are working with the CP of New Jersey and states not 
the 26th Street crowd." 

According to the letter, this group plans to set 
up a committee to inquire into the election requirements 
in various places in order to run candidates for public 
office on a grand scale. 

BART said, that this is one of the many cases the 
CP must deal with. He added that similar contacts have been 
mad e in various districts. Contacts have also been made with 
the I I group and the ultra- left in New York City, 

which has leTt the CPUSA. 

The CP leadership believes that there are steps 
afoot to unite this ultra- left with similar types within 
the CP. 

The CP leadership wants to clean these elements

On February 8, 1961, a meeting of members of the 
Secretariat of the Communist Party, USA (CP, USA) and their * 
invited guests was held at CP, USA National Office, New York, 
New York. Among those present were the following: 

GUS HALL, General Secretary, CP, USA} 
BEN DAVI S , Nat ional Secret &ry * CP , USA j 
WILLIAM WEINSTONE, member of National Committee,

WILLIAM WEINSTONE delivered the main report to the 
Secretariat in which he dealt with the question of how the 
CP, USA was going to carry on its current ideological campaign 
in and around the Party* Such campaign must of necessity, he 
felt, be carried out jointly through public education and inter- 
Party education* 

In regard to the manner in wkich such a campaign could 
be handled, he recommended and proposed the following points: 

Circulation of the already published pamphlet dealing 
with the statement of the 81 Coamxni^t and Workers' Parties 
which was held in Moscow, Russia during November, 1960 # 

Publication and distribution, in pamphlet form, of the 
recent report of GUS HALL, General Secretary, CP, USA, to the 
National Committee, CP, USA, in January, 1961* 



The publication of the report of BLAS BOCA made to the 
recent Congress of the People f s Socialist Party of Cuba, the 
Cuban CP, relating to thte Cuban resolution. 



The organisation of forums on the topics of peace, 
the Negro /unemployment an** etc. He emphasized that such 
forums need not *be organi^d by the Party but should be 
utilized and supported by them. 

The use of all types of media for mass dissemina- 
tion of ideas with emphasis on securing time on television , 
and radio facilities. The latter items were considered important 
because dissemination could be made through these means to a 
broader mass of people. 

WE IN STOCK next noted that he felt that the Negroes in 
the Party should seek out invitations to speak on the current 
ideological topics at colleges , churches , and similar locations. 
He considered them a potent force which could work effectively 
in connection with these matters. 

In New York, he felt that IKYING POTASH with the help 
of the New Tork District should attempt to organize meetings 
among Party and noh^Party trade unionists and attempt to secure 
the support of such individuals in connection with the statement 
of the 81 Communist and Workers* Parties.

He then noted that in a further effort to carry out this 
ideological campaign, the workers should carry .a summary of the 
GUS HALL report made at the last National Committee meeting. 
■ . , , * ■ « 

WEINSTOCK then went on to note that a special issue of 
"The Worker" would appear on March 6, 1961, dealing with the 
unemployment problem. This issue will .also mark the occasion 
of the anniversary of the. famous unemployed march* which occurred 
in 1930. It was pointed' out that about this same period of time' 
there was ^ scheduled to .be held in Washington a meeting of some type 
to deal with the .unemployment problem and he felt that task forces, 
should be sent in from New York and Philadelphia to reach those 
attending this meeting with the special edition of 'The Worker 't. 

In regards to the Inter~Pa2»ty discussions, JBINSTQCK 
recommended that the various District leaders hold seminars. in 
their Districts and deal with the 81 Parties statement and also 
With the January meeting of the National Committee, CP, USA. In 
the clubs* within these Districts at least two sessions should be 
devoted to discussion of the 81 Parties statement. 



He then recommended that the National Education 
Committee prepare appropriate material relating to the 81 
Parties statement and suS, it it Immediately to Party clubs* 
He also called for the National Education Committee to 
prepare and distribute literature on the following matters: 
1) the KENNEDY Administration; 2) the question of the welfare 
state; 3) the general crisis of capitalism in the United States. 

JACK * STACHEL , the head of the CP, USA Nationalities 
Commission, stated that he had already conducted one meeting 
in New York among the nationalities groups on the, 81 Parties 
statement and has scheduled another meeting to discuss. this 
same matter* At the next discussion his group will consider 
the possibility of creating a youth group from the nationalities 
group. 

Next .week, BEN DAVIS advised he was opening and leading 
a class on the 81 Parties statement in Harlem, New York .City. 
He suggested that other members of the National Committee take 
responsibility and go out and supervise or lead similar discussions 
themselves; 

At this meeting, it was decided that there would be 
published 7, 500' copies of the report of GUS HALL to the National 
Committee in January and that certain sections from this published 
report would be taken out and published in a smaller 1,500 word 
tract. 

It was also decided, on a motion of PHIL BART, that ihe 
National Committee members should go to the clubs and lead the 
discussions in the current ideological campaign. 

There was also a discussion at this meeting concerning 
the celebration of the 80th birthday of WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, Chairman 
Emeritus of the CP, USA; This celebration Is scheduled to be held 
in New York, City on March 3, 1961. Originally only three speakers 
had been, scheduled for this affair but now BEN DAVIS and JACK STACHEL 
have been added as speakers. This was decided upon in-order to 
project to the public a front reflecting unity within the;Party. 
Topics and individual speakers at this celebration will be as 
follows: GUS HALL on the topic, key tasks of the nation today; 
ELIZABETH GURLEY ELYNN on the topic, profile of an American 
Communist WILLIAM Z. FOSTER; JAMES JACKSON on the topic of, the 
struggle of the Negro people; BEN DAYIS on the topic of the Negro 
arid whi|e unity; JACK STACHEL on the topic of trade unions and, 
unemployment.

CONNIE 
then asked if he was going to return to Boston and he 
answered that he was supposed to go up for five days 
early next month. He stated that he had tried to see 
HIKE (RUSSO) but that Ms father had died. Subject then 
discussed HOMER BATES CHASE and said that while there/Md 
come to light that one of CHASE'S tricks was to read about 
a demonstration in the newspaper for some liberal cause 
and then to take the credit for It. 



CONNIE then discussed with her husband the situation 



in which she found herself in the Kings County CP organization. 
She said that JIM TORMEY was Ignoring her more and more and that 
she could no longer operate under these conditions.

HALL talked for about three hours. At the outset he put 
emphasis on the importance of the 8l Party Statement which 
had emerged from the CP meeting of 81 countries held in 
Moscow November, i960. HALL said that this document 
would be the guide for the future work of the Party. 
He said it proved that socialist countries have Joined hands 
and was proof that the imperialist world had suffered a great 
setback. He said the Statement showed the advances made jy 
socialist countries over a period of years and that if the world 
is to continue to advance and even to exist, it must toe 
through socialism.

He said that Party leaders must grasp 

the line, of thinking set out at the 17th National 

Convention of the CP, USA. He said the Party failed to 

achieve those goals in i960 and must build and recruit in 

1961. HALL said that the Party analyzed the * ec ent elections 

in the United States greatly and that the CP must seek out 

individuals in either Republican or ■5 e «oo$ a *J c fc^S! 

who show liberal tendencies. He said he felt that the Democrats 

were a little more liberal but that both parties were 

representing the capitalist class and would only yield 

to mass pressure in the granting of civil rights. 

HALL said that with regard to the struggle for peace, the 
Party had. to utilize every means and should work especially hard 
through the Negro freedom movement. He said that peace move- 
ments should be set up all over the country if nuclear war 
was to be avoided. HALL said that the Party must concentrate 
on Trade Union people and the working class in particular and 
that the working class must be brought to our way of 
thinking" before they can throw off the imperialist 
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yoke. 

HALL said that comrades In the Trade Union movements 
must tell their fellow workers the true reason for 
mass unemployment. 

HALL said that the Party should especially concentrate 
on Negro workers in labor since they were second class 
citizens • 

HALL said that the Party must show leadership and every 
Party leader should grasp the idea of advancing all phases of 
the struggle to throw off imperialist hold. He said that the 
Marxist-Leninist approach must be studied and understood 
in all fields of Party work and that the masses must also 
be brought to understand. 

JAMES JACKSON then spoke on his trip to the Soviet Union. 
He said he had been a delegate to the 81 Party conference 
and again emphasized the importance of the statement which 
had emerged from the conference. He said the document should 
be applied in America to bring about a socialist America. 

Lunch then took place between 2:00 and 3:00 p.m. 

During the lunch hour GEORGE MEYERS, Maryland - D. C. CP 
District Board Chairman; JACOB GREEN, CP District Board 
member; and BEN DAVIS, CP National leader, lunched 
together at a Jewish restaurant on 6th Avenue near 10th 
Street. 

DAVIS said he was particularly interested in what had 
gone on at the CP National Negro Commission meeting 
held in Philadelphia January 14-15, 19ol. He said he 
wanted to know why WILLIAM PATTERSON, CP National 
leader, had criticized Baltimore CP members. He then 
asked GREEN for PATTERSON'S exact words. 

GREEN then said that he would try to make it brief and 
perhaps he could speak in private with DAVIS later. DAVio 
replied that he would like to do that since he was 
interested in the activities of both PATTERSON and CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT. 

GREEN said that he was much dissatisfied with what had gone 
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on at the last two National Negro Commission meetings. 
He said nothing concrete had emerged and that in each 
case the second day was a complete waste of time. 

GREEN said he believed that the CP should mobilize all 
people possible in various ways but noted that at the 
Negro Commission meeting in Philadelphia LIGHTFOOT 
seemed mostly interested in direct infiltration of the 
churches which he, GREEN, felt had been opposed by most 
of the persons present. 

GREEN said that both LIGHTFOOT and PATTERSON at Philadelphia 
were critical of Baltimore for placing CP members ^as 
officers in the local NALC and also seemed opposed to CP 
activity in Baltimore in other fields such as youth. 

GREEN told DAVIS that in his opinion COLEMAN YOUNG of 
Detroit; PATTERSON and LIGHTFOOT, had gotten together the 
night of January 14, 1961, and planned a concerted attack 
on the Baltimore CP on January 15, 19ol. 

GREEN said at the January 15, 1961, session of the 
National Negro Commission meeting. PATTERSON had 
criticized the CP members in Baltimore for donating 
a bus to bring people to the NALC workshop to be held 
in Washington, D. C. January 18, 1961. GREEN said that 
PATTERSON also stated that the work of the comrades m 
Baltimore was dangerous and could be of danger to the 
entire Party. DAVIS then asked whether GREEN was positive 
of this. MEYERS interrupted saying that sometimes grcxvn 
misses on things because of his hearing p other 
comrades present who attended the Philadelphia meeting 
made the same statements that GREEN just made. 

DAVIS asked if there was anything else. GREEN asked 
whether' GUS HALL had as yet raised the October 9, 1900, 
CP meeting held in Chicago with the secretariat. 
He reminded DAVIS that that meeting had been a complete 
waste of time and that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT who set it up 
had not appeared. 

GREEN then expressed the opinion that something was going 
wrong at CP Headquarters and that he did not know what it 
was. He said he could not understand the position taken 
by LIGHTFOOT. 

DAVIS then said that he was no longer Chairman of the 
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National Negro Commission. He said he had - TT _ n _ wvw 
disassociated himself from it because he and LIGHTFOOT 
were not able to work together because of sharp 
ideological differences. He said LIGHTFOOT was presently 
the Chairman of the National Negro Commission. 

DAVIS asked who appeared to close to LIGHT^OT. GREKI 
replied that PATTERSON was continually handing LIGHT* wi.

Security Act of 1950. HALL expects that there will be unfavorable 
decisions against the CP, USA in at least one of these appeals* 
HALL said that he planned in the case of an adverse decision in 
either of these cases to hide out or disappear for a "couple of 
weeks" which would give him time to consider some political 
problems and if necessary, contact "persons from over there". 
He emphasized that he will be hiding out and not running away 
this time* During this period of a "couple of weeks", HALL stated 
he ^rould be in contact with the source who will make arrangements 
for him.

In regard to an underground apparatus for the CP, USA, 
HALL said that at the present time there are three people assigned 
to the task of arranging for a skeleton apparatus; namely, JACK 
STACHEL, BETTY GANNETT , , and PHIL BART. Whether these people have 
to date worked out any plan or made any progress in this regard is 
unknown to the source. ,

It is the source's opinion, based on conversations with 
GUS HALL, that in regard to such people as JUNIUS SCALES, already 
convicted under the membership provisions of the Smith Act of 1940, 
that these people will surrender in went of any adverse decision 
and go to jail. 

The source pointed out that he feels it is absolutely 
essential that the FBI be alert for these Supreme Court decisions 
and that the interested FBI offices be Immediately advised when 
such decisions are rendered. Yet, at the same time any activity 
which would alert HALL or others to the Bureau knowledge of such 
contemplated plans should be avoided since he feels that if HALL 
or any of the others are alerted, this could immediately identify 
the source of the Bureau's information.

HALL also indicated during these conversations that 
already consideration has been given to a, possible organizational * 
change of the CP, USA if the U.S. Supreme Court renders an adverse 
decision in regard to the Internal Security Act of 1950. Such 
organizational change might, be' similar to that undertaken in the 
past by the CP of Canada when they changed to the Labor Progressive 
Party. 

Source further stated that he felt the Bureau t should be 
prepared for any signs on the part of the CP, USA indicating such a 
creation of a new type organization should there be an unfavorable 
decision under the Internal Security Act of 1950, Source also feels 
that the Party, through legal 3 maneuvering, will undoubtedly seek

Louis Weinstock, General Manager of "The Worker" 
Elizabeth Gurley Plynn, Vice Chairman, CPUSA 
William Weinstone, member of NC, CPUSA 
Claude Lightfoot, Vice Chairman, CPUSA 



Louis Weinstock opened the meeting and reported on 
the pjjogress being made to reestablish a daily Marxist newspaper. 
He said that what was needed was to set up a fund of approximately 
$200,000.00 in order to guarantee the paper being issued for one Y^f 
year. 

Weinstock was of the opinion that the establishment of 
a daily paper should be pushed not by "The Worker" management 
but rather should be pushed by the NC, CPUSA, as it must be a 
national paper and not a New York paper. He advised that the 
current fund approximates $2000.00 but there are a lot of 
commitments from various people.

Gu& Hall agreed that the. first stage in the estab- 
lishment of the daily paper would be to accumulate a fund 
and this fund should be completely separated from the 
responsibilities of "The Worker". Hall said that a separate 
•committee with different personnel should be set up and 
should have the sole responsibility of raising money for this 
purpose, adding that when the fund should reach approximately 
$100,000.00, the party would be in a position of talking with 
strength 

The source further advised that discussion was had 
concerning the celebration of the 80th birthday being planned 
for William Z. Foster, Chairman Emeritus, CPUSA, to be held 
March 3» 1961 at Carnegie Hall, New York City. It was indicated 
that the four principal speakers at the affair would be Gus 
Hall, Ben Davis, Jack Stachel and Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. 
Such issues as the Congo, the murder of Patrice Lumumba and 
the question of unemployment would be mentioned. The source 
advised the ceremony would open with the lighting of eight 
large candles on the stage and a script has been prepared from 
Foster* s writing and will be- recited by some "professional 
person". 

Phil Bart next reported on Party organization, n 
that a committee of five including Claude Lightfoot and Carl 
Winter were to draw up proposals regarding the work of the 
center which is to be presented to the National Executive 
Committee (NEC), CPUSA meeting scheduled for March 9 and 10, 1961. 
He said that the work of the committee would be sort of a 
progress report and that one of the big problems is the question 
of personnel. He indicated that the following recommendations 
of the committee will be made to the NEC:

1. Abolish the Secretariat. 

2. Establish the NEC as the Central Political 
Committee to give day to day leadership to the party

Bart said that the lack of attendance by out of town 
members will not change the character of the NEC and the NEC 
would include all those elected. Bart commented that their 
function would be to confine themselves to political questions, 
leaving the day to day details of application and check up 
to the work of the Organization:/ Commission which in turn 
would meet weekly. 

Source advised that discussion took place regarding 
Bart»s report and it was Indicated that some decisions would JsA 
be finalized at the coming meeting. 

Arnold Johnson then discussed the problems of organ- 
izing a defense committee. He was of the opinion that the 
committee should be made up of both party and non-party 
people and suggested that It be a small committee with an 
office near CP headquarters In a regular business building. 
Johnson said that the party should have a working relation- 
ship with the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, the American v ,
